AS RECREANT TO: TRUST

From Standpoint of Honesty and 
Self-Respect, Committee Holds 
McLaurin Should Resign 
Immediately—Tillman 
Supports Action. 


Columbia, 8. C:, July 2.—The worms 
executive committee late tonight adopted : 
a resolution ruling Senator McLaurin out 
of the democratic party. The actiop was | 
totally unexpected. | 

Senator Tillman supported the resolu- | 
tion, which was unexpectedly offered as 
a substitute for a résolution over which 
there had been much debate, presenting 
the oath to be taken by candidates for 
congress in the approaching election to 
fill the vacancy caused by the @eath of 
Congressman Stokes, of the seventh dis- 
trict. The rules proposed in that resolu- 
tion were plainly intended to cover the 
senatorial election next year. The reso- 
lution follows: 

“Whereas, The Hon. John L. McLau- 
rin, junior senator elected to. represent 
the state of South Carolina in the 
national congress, has by his affiliations 
and votes in that body, ignored the 
national democratic platform and there- 
by misrepresented his state and his 
democratic constituency who elected him. 
Therefore be it 

“Resolved, That it is the sense and 
conviction of the democratic state execu- 
tive committee that Senator John L. Me- 
Laurin, from the standpoint of honesty 
and self-respect, should tender His un- 
qualified resignation immediately.” 

The resolution was adopted by a vote 
of 25 to 6. | 

The first resolution, while offered to 
cover the coming congressional! contest, 
was admittedly intended for the sena- 
torial election next summer. It required 
the candidates to indorse the national 
platform and to support party measures 
in. congress. Because of the free silver 
plank in the platform there was consid- 
erable opposition to this and as it ap- 
peared that it could not go through, the 
one calling for McLaurin’s resignation 
was offered. It was opposed chiefly by 
State Senator Appelt, of Manning. Sen- 
ator Tillman appeared as its advocate, 
making a cutting and strong speech in 
favor of ruling McLaurin out of the 
party. 
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SUICIDED TO SAVE A FRIEND. 


Henry Armistead Cuts His Throat 
in a Sleeping Car. 

Butte, Mont., July 25.—A young man 
supposed to be ..enry H. Armistead, of 
New York, stabbed himself in the region 
of the heart and gashed his throat with a 
pocketknife in the toilet room of a sleep- 
ing car on the southbound Oregon Short 
Line express at the depot here this morn- 
ing and is now in a local hospital with 
slim chances of recovery. 

On Monday last Armistead and a com- 
panion arrived from the south and reg- 
istered at a hotel as Henry H. Armis- 
tead, of New York, and George W. 
Fletcher. Philadelphia. It is said that 
Armistead is manager of a mine in Idaho, 
of which Fletcner is president and 
Fietcher’s father owner. The young men 
called on some prominent mining men 
in this city yesterday and this morning 
they started for the depot In a carriage. 
While Fletcher was arranging his bag- 
gage in a seat Armistead staggered from 
the toilet room of the sleeper, the blood 
streaming from his throat. Pointing dra- 
matically at Fletcher, he gasped: 

“Harry, I did this to save you,”’ and 
fell unconscious. He was at once taken 
to the hospital. Fletcher refuses to say 
a word, even declining to disclose his own 
identity or that of his companion. 


TRIALS OF A GLOBE TROTTER. 


Lorenzo Prince Was Delayed by the 
Russians in Manchuria. 

Victoria, B. C., July 25.—Lorenzo Prince, 
going around the globe in a race for La 
Presse, Montreal, arrived by the steamer 
Rio Jan Maru yesterday. He left Mon- 
treal on May 27th. 

While in Manchuria he was arrested 
with Marrion, his comrade, under suspi- 
cion of stealing 8,000 roubles. Marrion’s 
passport was taken and he was held for 
traveling without a passport. Prince tel- 
egraphed to the Russian minister of rail- 
ways and was released on his orders. He 
saw signs of unrest and says that Man- 
churia is in a state of insurrection and 
Russian officers are powerless to stop it. 
The Manchurian rallway is solely a mil- 
itary project, for nothing in the com- 
merce of that province justifies it. Forty 
thousand Chinese are working on it.

CITY IS WASTED BY FIRE 


Twenty Blocks at Davenport, Iowa, 
Are in Ashes. 


HUNDREDS WITHOUT HOMES 


For Hours Efforts To Check the 
Flames Were Futile—Losses 


About a Million. 


Davenport, Ia., July 2.—Fire ald 
waste an area of saw mill and residence 
property in Davenport this evening equal 
to twenty ordinary city blocks. The 
flames started in a big pile of kindling 
wood of the Rock Island Fuel Company 
on the levee. A brisk breeze was blowing 
which carried the flames across the im- 
mense lumber yard of Weyerhauser- 
Denckmann, which was soon a mass of 
flames. The spread of the fire was s0 
rapid that workmen barely had time to 
leave the yard. The flames pushed their 
way into the adjoining residence district, 
closely settled with middle class homes, 
the average value being a few thousand 
dollars each, from which the occupants 
escaped only with tneir lives and the 
clothing on their backs. Over fifty homes 
were thus burned, some of them tene- 
ments, resulting in @ houndred families 
being rendered homeless, while others 
left their homes in the ttreatened dis- 
trict. Vacant houses all over town are 
filled with furniture, removed from the 
imperiled district. 

The fire was fought heroically by the 
fire departments of Rock Island, Daven- 
port and Moline, Ill., the cities respond- 
ing promptly to the appeal for aid. Ef- 
forts to check the flames were unavailing 
until they spread on ine north To the 
spacious grounds of St. Katherine’s Hall, 
a boarding school for young iadies, 
which was saved after the tower had 
burned off. Gradually the battle waged 
on the edges of the flaming diseTict told 
as less thickly populated portions of the 
cities were invaded. By 10 o’clock the 
conflagration was under control. 

The warehouse of the Denckman Com- 
pany and yards were destroyed; loss 
$400,000; residence and other losses $300,- 
000 more. It is believed there were no 
fatalities.

West Newton, Mass., July 25.—Rear 
Admiral L. A. Kimberly said today 
that owing to ill health he would ask 
to be relieved from serving on the 
Sampson-Schley court of inquiry.

Schley is spending the day with his 
family at Great Neck, L. I. “I am 
resting,”’ he said to an Associated Press 
representative, “and have nothing to 
say as to the proposed inquiry in the 
Santiago controversy.”

Washington, July 25.—The court of 
inquiry which is to investigate the 
controversial points in connection with 
Admiral Schley’s conduct during the 
Spanish war, will be composed of Ad- 
miral Dewey, president of the court, 
and Rear Admiral Andrew E. K. Ben- 
ham and Lewis A. Kimberly, if the 
latter can be prevailed upon to with- 
draw his request to be relieved on ac- 
count of ill health. 

The court will meet at the navy de- 
partment in Washington September 
12th. 

Secretary Long announced these 
facts today. The judge advocate of the 
court will probably be Captain Lem- 
ley. The precept to the court which 
is being prepared by Captain Lemley, 
who is also judge advocate general, 
has not yet been completed. 

The scope of the inquiry will not be 
known unti] the precept and order for 
the convening of the court are issued. 
gated by the navy department tomorrow. 

Secretary Long says, however, that the 
proceedings of the court will be open and 
that the widest latitude will be permitted 
in the matter of witnesses and that Rear 
Admira] Schley will be allowed to be rep- 
resented by counsel. 

The Secretary Busy. 

The secretary had nothing to say about 
the composition of the court except that 
he thought it spoke for itself and to ex- 
press the hope that the members chosen 
would be satisfactory to all concerned. 
He pointed out that none of the officers 
chosen had, so far as he Knew, expressed 
an epinion concerning what is known as 
the Sampson-Schley controversy, and 
it was, therefore, to be presumed that 
they would enter upon their work in an 
impartial and unprejudiced spirit. 

All day Secretary Long was engrossed 
in the consideration of the details of the 
court, seekirg particularly for a suitable 
judge advocate, realizing that upon this 
office would devolve the largest measure 
of responsibility for the conduct of the 
inquiry to a successful issue. It was 
thought that such a man had been found 
in the person of Commander John E. 
Pillsbury, a sailor who has the brightest 
reputation professionally and is moreover 
regarded as of a judicial temperament. In 
fact, it was announced early in the day 
at the navy department that he had been 
selected for the place. But later on more 
mature consideration his name was aban- 
doned,

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“THE BROOKLYN CLOSES IN”

UDDENLY the Vizcaya left the westward pointing line and headed 

straight for the Brooklyn. Almost at the same instant that Lieuten- 
ant Sears reported this, Commodore Schley said to Captain Cook: “Put 
your helm hard-a-port.” and the ship began to move around to star- 
board, STEERING A CIRCLE TOWARD THE ENEMY, INSTEAD OF 
AWAY FROM IT. It was evident that neither the Vizcaya nor the 
Maria Teresa quite understood this movement, for both immediately 
changed their course and ran nearer shore. Around in a short circle 
moved the Brooklyn, her port side a perfect mass of flame and smoke 
as the six 8-inch, six 5-inch and eight 6-pounders dealt forth the dead-, 
ly shot.

the company has abandoned the effort to 
bring the colored laborers to Melrose 


| Park and that they will be sent back to 


their homes in Alabama. 

All day the 300 colored men sat in their 
cars at LaGrange, twenty-eight miles 
from Chicago, in fear. A committee of 
five citizens of Melrose Park called on 
them during the morning and used their 
best endeavors to induce the men to re- 
turn to Alabama. They informed the 
colored men of the actual state of af- 
fairs in Melrose Park, where 300 armed 
men were awaiting the arrival of their 
train, determined that the colored men 
should not be allowed to alight in the yil- 
lage. 


Negroes Alarmed. 

Their statements alarmed the colored 
men more than ever and finally five of 
them stepped off the train and made their 
way into Chicago, where they sought an 
interview with Chief of Police O'Neil, 
asking protection, which he could not 
give them, as the trouble was not within 
the city limits. 

After the five men had left the train 
to come to Chicago, the fears of those 
left on the train increased greatly and it 
was with great difficulty that the train 
management kept them from running off 
ina panic. .Nearty all of the. colored men 
declared that they would not go to Mel- 
rose Park and that if taken there on the 
train they would refuse to get off.

I have sent half a dozen men to Mel- 
rose Park this afternoon simply to make 
a report to me on the conditions there.

BODY RIDDLED WITH BULLETS 


In Addition to Robbing a Commis- 
sary Clerk Frank Earle Had 
Been in the Habit of Hold- 
ing Up People with 
His Winchester. 


Helena, Ga., July 25.—(Special.)—Frank 
Earle was taken from the jail at Higgs- 
ton last night and his dead body was 
found a mile from town this morning. 
Earle was a negro. He was arrested at

He was a desperado and in addition to 
the other charges enumerated held up 
and robbed a commissary clerk at Davis 
camp No. 2, on the Macon, Dublin and 
Southern railway near here jast Monday. 

It was about 2 o’clock this morning 
when a crowd of unknown men took 
Earle from the jail, carried him out a 
half mile from the town and shot him to 
death. Earle admitted robbing the clerk, 
but claimed he only’ wanted to collect 
what Contractor Davis owed him for 
work. On last pay day Davis had /offered 
him his wages, but Earle refused to ac- 
cept the money. Davis was absent Mon- 
day when Earle held up and robbed his 
clerk. 


‘FIVE PRISONERS BREAK JAIL. 


Negroes and a White man Are Now 
at Liberty. 

Blackshear, Ga., July 25.—(Special.)— 
During Wednesday night five prisoners 
’ confined in the Pierce county jail effected 
an exit and quietly disappeared. There 
were four negroes, charged with highway 
robbery, and one white man, charged 
with car breaking. They were Shepherd 
Roseir, Pikey Roberson, Joe Roberson 
and Kid Shine, negroes, and Allen Britt, 
white. Sheriff Carter, who is also jailer, 
yesterday allowed the prisoners to come 
out of their cells in order that the cells 
might be thoroughly cleaned. When he 
returned in the afternoon to lock them in 
the floors of two of the cells in which the 
negroes had been confined were covered 
with water. The prisoners claimed that 
they had-not had sufficient cleansing ma-

to escape. There is a small door in the 
bottom of the steel cages, locked with a 
‘pad lock from the outside. The staple on 
the cage in which Britt was confined had 
been sawed in two, so that he had little 
difficulty in getting out of the cage and 
into the cell room, after which it was 
easy sailing. The pad lock on the cell in 
which the negroes were confined for the 
night was sawed off and the escape from 
the jail effected through a window open- 
ing into the cell. The prisoners had 
worked several days and had succeeded 
in hiding their work from the sheriff. 
There is little probability that any of 
them will ever be caught. The negroes 
are from Savannah, having been arrested 
on an excursion train from that point 
several weeks ago.

HARD RACE FOR 
POLHILL'S PLACE 


Candidates Are Now at Work 
in Bibb Circuit 


CONTEST 10 BE INTERESTING 


Brunson, the Incumbent, Will Find 
Former Solicitor Hodges and 
Maybe Senator Ellis in 
the Battle for the 
Place. 


-_ Macon, Ga., July 2.—(Special.)—There 
promises to be a lively race next year 
for the .position of solicitor general of 
the Macon superior court circuit, which 
also carries with it, by special enact- 
ment, the office of solicitor of the city 
court of Macon. The present solicitor 
general is William Brunson, who was by 
Governor Candler, appointed to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of Solicitor 
Hope Polhill. The appointment was 
made immediately on the burial of So- 
licitor Polhill, about the third day of last 
March. Mr. Polhill was elected for 
four years, and had only served two 
months when he died. Under the law the 
appointment of Mr. Brunson was made 
until the regular state election of next 
October, when a successor to Mr. Pol- 
hill will be made. Whe@ever is chosen 
at that time will have two years to serve. 
Mr. Brunson will have already served 
about two years by appointment of the 
governor. It is understood that Mr. Brun- 
son will be a candidate next year to suc- 
ceed himself. It is believed Mr. Walter 
Grace will be @ candidate, and it is ru- 
mored that ex-Solicitor General Robert 
Hodges will also be in the race. Mr. 
Hodges was defeated last year for re- 
election by Mr. Polhill by 70 vetes in the 
entire circuit, composed of the counties 
of Bibb, Houston and Crawford. Mr. 
Grace was also a candidate last year. 

It.is also said that Hon. Roland Ellis, 
state senator from the Macon district, 
may enter the race, but nothing definite 
is known about Mr. Ellis’ intentions. It 
is presumed that a primary will be held 
for solicitor on the same day in each of 
the three. counties of the circuit and it 
may occur when the primary is held for 
governor and member of the legislature.

The Grandfather Clause Appears To 
Be the Big Point of Contention 
in the Report of the Ma- 
jority of the Commit- 
tee ta Alabama.

Montgomery, Ala., July 25.—(Special.)— 
The debate on the suffrage article is 
bringing out the best talent of the con- 
vention. Sixty-one delegates have hand- 
d in their names to the president as de- 
siring to be recognized for speeches on 
the subject. Some twenty have spoken, 
and this was the third day of the debate. 
Nearly all the speakers are going beyond 
the thirty-minute rule under special in- 
dulgence. Still interest does not flag, 
-mearly all members being present and 
the galleries crowded. The grandfather 
clause is the only point of contention. 
Speeches were made in opposition today 
by Captain Frank White and General 
‘ Harrison, of the committee minority, 
and by Governor Jones. The committee 
majority was represented by Williams, 
of Marengo; Weatherly, of Jefferson; 
Handley, of Randolph; Heflin, of Cham- 
bers, and General R. C. Jones, of Wilcox. 
The solid majority, which palpably backs 
up the grandfather clause, does not seem 
to be yielding at all and the minority has 
given no sign of any intention to be beat- 
en or to cafr~ thelr war beyqzd the 
convention. Thé sneeches were all strong, 
but the one which brought down the 
house was that of Major Handley, a big, 
plain spoken man from the hills. He put 
the convention in a roar by denying that 
“we are here solely to have fair elec- 
tions.”” In his county, he declared, all 
elections are fair, perfectly fair, already. 
‘But the negroes hold the balance of 
power and they have to be bought and 
. the price is goine up. What the demo- 
crats and republicans both want in Ran- 
dolph county, he said, is to get rid of 
the negro as a voter and have cheaper 


elections. 


Captain Frank White made a hit with a 


grave scene. He saw a little grave on a 
hillside where the little grandfather 
clause of the majority was to be buried 
and by its side stood a judge of the 
supreme court with a spade. Along the 
funeral procession’s route stood the ma- 
jority of the committee and as the pro- 
‘eession came up the members pointed 
with the index finger toward the grave 
‘and éach exclafming tn his turn: 

“T’'ll show you the way!” 

He himself, the captain declared, would 
be there as a friend of the family, but 
not as a relative of the deceased. 

Several letters from Senator Morgan 
have been read in protest against the 
grandfather clayse and the prficiple of 
heredity. Mr. Weatherly brought down 
‘the house by reading from the senator's 
‘own plan, submitted the first day, a 
clause restricting the right to hold office 
to persons descended from a white father 
and mother. 

Governor Jones’s argument against the 
|grandfather clause made some impres- 
‘gion. His*point was that a qualification 
must be such an one as any man might 
come up to and not one that, by its very 
nature, is beyond the reach of any con- 


siderable number of men. q

Richmond, Va., July 25.—The constitu- 
tional convention was ir. session oyvly 
thirty minutes today. Mr. Robertson 
laid before the body a memorial from the 
associated merchants of Virginia on thé 
subject of homestead exemptions and of- 
fered a set of resolutions «mtodying their 
views. 

Mr. Parks offered a suffrage clause, 
which was referred. It calls for the 
paymert of the capitation tax provided 
by law. All persons desiring to vote 
shall te able:to read and write a section 
of the constitution of Virginia or pay 
taxes on $300 worth of property, real and 
‘personal, or either, except that this shall 
‘not apply to those who have rendered mil- 
‘itary service or their sons, or to those 
who were “sventy-one years of age on 
January 1, 1871. A minority report of the 
commifee on reduction ef expenses was 
presented, setting forth that the signers 
did not concur in the report offered by 
the majority of the committee on the fol-« 
lowing points: 

Reducing the governor’s Salary, reduc- 
ing the contingent funds of state officers 
and electing all state offi: ers by the peo- 
ple. This report was laid on the table 
and ordered printed. . 

Delegate Earman, of Rockingham, pre- 
-gented a resolution providing for the 
‘election of superintendent of public in- 
struction by the péople.

Mississippi Has No Fear of Yellow 
Fever ‘This Season. 


PRECAUTIONS ARE TAKEN 


Little Faith, However, Is Placed in 
the Mosquito’s Ability To 
' Transplant the Disease. 


Jackson, Miss., July 2%.—(Special.)—Dr. 
H. A. Gant, president of the Mississi~ni 
State board of health, says health condi- 
tions in the state, according to the re- 
ports .of county health officers, are un- 
usually. good for this season of the year, 
and the general condition of the public 
health promises to rival that of last year. 
when there was almost a phenomenally 
small amount of sickness reported in the 
commonwealth. The season of malarial 
and typhoid fevers is ndw at hand, but 
the amount of sickness of this kind re- 
ported thus far is very small. 

President Gant believes Mississipp! will 
escape a visitation of yellow fever this 
year, and believes that: the precautions 
being taken at Havana and other Cuban 
ports should minimize the danger of in- 
fection on American shores. He has little 
confidence in the gulf coast protection, 
however, which is inadequate at all sea- 
sons, and especially at this time. The 
exceedingly small amount of yellow fever 
in Havana is the most hopeful feature 
of the outlook. 

It is plainly apparent that, notwith- 
standing the new theory of the transmis- 
sion of yellow fever germs by mosquitoes, 
the medical profession in Mississippi still 
clings to its old ideas, and quarantines 
would be in general vogue in case of an- 
other visitation. 


OLD LAWSUIT IS UP AGAIN. 


Mississippi Supreme Court Has a 
Knotty Problem To Solve. 


Jackson, Miss., July 25.—(Special.)—A 
famous old lawsuit which has been pend- 
ing in the state and federal courts in 
Mississippi for the past ten years, and 
recently sent back from the aypreme 
court of the United States, wes given a 
hearing in this city today before Chan- 
cellor Conn. The suit involves the col- 
lection of a $600,000 issue of levee bonds 
issued by the old No, 1 levee district. 
When appealed to the United States su- 
preme court that tribunal held that the 
bonds were valid and should be redeemed, 
notwithstanding the fact that they con- 
tained a provision for payment in gold, 
which was the chief point at issue. Ac- 
cording to the supreme court, the bonds 
acknowledged receipt of the payment of 
$600,000, but could be paid in currency.

WITH BUCKSHOT IN HIS BACK 


Tennessee Farmer Is Found Dead on 
the Turnpike.

found on the turnpike near his home in 
Rutherford county this afternoon‘’with a 
big load of buckshot in his back. He 
had been dead several hours and his as- 
sassin had made good his escape. Arnold 
was the man who was charged with at- 
tempt to criminally assault Mrs. W. J. 
Hoover at her home a few weeks ago and 
had been recently indicted. It is sup- 
posed this charge had something to do 
with his assassination. He was known 
as a dangerous man,

Werdes and John F. Bergman, president 
and vice president of the Workingm@’s 
Protective Asssociation, claims that the 
ordinance is in gross violation of the 
charter and the rights of citizens. 

President Francis, of the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition, says he will consult 
counsel at once, but that the suit will be 
of no consequence. 

The committee on organization of the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition Company 
has submitted a number of highly satis- 
factory reports on the promotion work 
being done at the Pan-American expo- 
sition among representatives of the Cen- 
tral and South American states. 

The committee recommended an addi- 
tional section to the by-laws providing 
that the historical committee shall con- 
sist of seven members and shall be 
charged with the special care and super- 
vision of all exhibits and matters per- 
taining to archaeological collections, the

Barnesville Man Taking Sum-

SLEEPING CAR IS NOT IN IT 


Wagon Is Constructed for Transpor- 
tation, Eating and Sleeping 
and Is Now Being Occupied 
by Four Members of 
a Family. 


Eufaula, Ala., July 25.—(Special.)—F. D. 
Bloodworth, his wife, a niece and nephew 
have reached here from their home in 
Barnesville, Ga., having made the jour- 
ney in what Bloodworth terms a house on 
wheels. The structure was a curiosity in 
this section, and has been visited and 
examined by numbers of citizens. The 
house is set on springs, mounted on an 
ordinary wagon and is shaped like a rail- 
way passenger coach. Inside the seats 
are arranged like an old-fashioned omni- 
bus, while under them are stored a 
quantity of bedding and some foalding 
cots. At night these cots are laid cross- 
ways, covering the aisle, the ends being 
supported by the seats. The house is 
divided into two rooms, with a door be- 
tween, and each room will fuihish com- 
fortable sleeping quarters for five pér- 
sons. The room in the front is filled with 
provisions, ia folding table. folding chairs, 
a small stove and every convenience im- 
aginable, all of which are stored under 
the seats and cannot be seen except when 
in use. The room in the rear is well 
ventilated with windows and is used as a 
sitting room when traveling or located. 
The structure was designed and built 
by Bloodworth and his father at Barnes- 
ville. It is made of ash and is bolted so 
strongly that it cannot be jarred by 
rough usage. It weighs 1,428 pounds, and 
cn ordinary roads is easily drawn by two 
horses. S8loodworth has gone to Blue 
Syrings, thirty-four miles from here, 
where he will sojourn a week. Thence 
he will go to the mountains of Tennessee, 
where he will spend a month before re- 
turning to his home. 


CHANCE FOR INSURANCE MEN.

DUE TO RATES ON FUEL OIL 


| Governor Requested Commission To 
Reduce Rates and Is Prac- 
tically Told To Mind His 
Own Business and Not 
Meddle. 


Dallas, Tex., July %.—Tnere is appa- 
rently a serious rupture on between Gov- 
ernor Sayers and the railroad commission. 
A few weeks ago the governor addressed 
a letter to the commission saying he 
desired to use fuel oil] in the state jnstitu- 
tions and asked the commission to call 
a hearing to reduce the rates. Later he 
made a speech in which he referred to 
the matter. Today the commission pub- 
lished an address to the public, in which 
thev claim that the rates on oil in Texas 
are lower than those in effect elsewhere 
and say that the railroads are entitled 
to make a profit. They say: 

‘“‘He (the governor) should not forget 
that this commission was provided for 
by the state constitution just as the of- 
fice of governor and the supreme court 
are, and is an important constitutional 
denartment of the state government. 

They intimate that the governor has 
violated the prodprieties and say that 
they are not res-onsible to any other 
department of the state government for 
the manner in which they perform their 
duties.

Alternate ten 
breaths with opening and closing of the 
eyés, and ten breaths with closed eyes. 
When the eyelids tegin to feel heavy, and 
you feel tired and sleepy,as you will very 
soon, go through the moticea* more and 
more easily and hzily. untii y4au, merely 
will the motions without making an ef- 
fort, or hardly any effort, to execute 
them. At this stage, or more likely in one 
of the intervals of breathing without any 
motion of the eyes, you will fall yw 

Nervous persons will have some diffi- 
culty at first in the gradual opening and 
closing of the eyes. They will tend to 
fly open, and then snap together. But, 
as putting salt on a dove’s tail is a sure 
rule for catching the dove, so this grad- 
ual and easy opening and closing of the 
eyes in rhythm, with quiet, natural 
brogthing, when once secured, is almost 
equivalent to dropping off to sleep.

KOCH’S THEORY UNDER FIRB 


Claimed That Diseased Milk Is a 
' Cause of Consumption. | 


London, July 2%.—Presidir at this af- 
ternoon’s session af the British congress 
on tuberculosis, Earl Svencer, chancellor 
of the Victoria university and a vice 
president of the congress, severely criti- 
cised Dr. Robert Koch’s theory to the 
effect that human beings were immune 
from contagion from. tuberculosis-affected 
cattle. Earl Spencer said he hoped this 
was true, but that he hoped more that 


net tend to cause laxity on the part of 
laymen and cattle owners, or less vigt- 
lance bw the authorities charged with pro- 
tecting the:consumers of milk. 

Professor MacFadyean, of the Royal 
Veterinary college, in a paper on_ bacilli 
in milk as a source of tuberculosis in 
man, discussed the grounds upon which 
Dr. Koch based: his belief, contending 
that they were either not well founded or 
had little bearing upon the question, and 
he submitted arguments to prove that 
the strongest grounds remained for re 
garding milk from tuberculosis-affected 
cows as distinctly dangerous to human 
beings. 

Dr. Ravenel, of Philadelphia, gave an 
instance of the infection of ten persons 
from tuberculosis-affected cattle. but said 
he considered such instances to be rare. 

James King, a veterinaty Inspector of 
London, attributed the large increase in 
the imported meat trade to the rigid in- 
spection of homé-killed cattle «and said 
& meat salesman assured hint that the 
losses from condemitied catcasses were so 
great that the British dealers were forced 
to buy imported meat. Mr. King dissent- 
ed flatly from Dr. Koch's belief in, the 
ngn-transmission of bovine tuberculosis 
to human beings and urged the adoption 
of stringent measures in this respect to 
insure the healthfulness of imported 
carcasses. He also urged government 
compensation for cattle destroyed under 
its direction in order to thoroughly stamp 
Gut tuberculosis from _ British herds, 
where, he declared, it was alarmingly 
prevalent.

‘ ‘the true character of its affairs.” 

In -the complaint the directors are 
further charged with having employed 
incompetent persons as officers of the 
bank, “‘who are unable to properly and 
efficiently discharge their duties, all of 
which was well known to the directors.”’ 

After having’ further charged. them 
with having gtven loans to insolvent per- 
gons and corporations; without adequate 
and valid securities, the complaint goes 


on: 

“That the said directors, defendants 
herein, so negligently and carelessly con- 
ducted the said bank and the business 
and affairs thereof, that the entire cap- 
ital and surplus, and much of the prop- 
erty and effects thereof, have been lost, 
and stock of thé, said bank rendered 
worthless and the‘ stockholders thereof 
rendered Hable fér.a:large sum of money 
on account of thé debts of the said bank 
remaining unpaid.”’ ; 

The plaintiff then asks judgment for 
the total amount of his loss as a stock- 
holder of the bank, and the costs of the 
suit. : 


Claim Heath Deceived Them. 


A bill of complaint was filed today 
in the United States circuit court by the 
Coal and Iron Nationa] bank, of Cleve 
land, O., against the Seventh National 
bank, of this city, and Forest Raynor, 
receiver. It is alleged that the plaint- 
iff prior to the 25th.of June last was a 
‘customer of. the Seventh National bank, 
and on that day mailed to the defendant 
drafts for $35,262. All these drafts were 
collected with the exception of one for 
$14,614. on the Western National bank; 
_ paymert on which was refused. In- 
structions were sent to collect these 
drafts and place the proceeds to the credit > 
' of the plaintiff. On the evening of the 
same day reports were published that the 
Seventh National bank was unable to 
meet a large clearing house balance, and 
that the firm @f Marquand & Co., was in- 
debted to it in an excessive amount. 

It is alleged further that F. 8. Heath, 
vice president of the Seventh National 
bank, sent a telegram to the plaintiff, 
reading as follows: 

‘Do not believe newspaper stories con- 
cerning us. Our statement is the only 
true article to believe.” 

Subsequently, on the afternoon of the 
2th a telegram was received from George 
W. Adams, caBhier of the Seventh, as 
follows: 

‘Referring to published rumors, we are 
meeting all obligations as usual.” 

It is alleged that these telegrams were 
false and were sent with the intent to de- 
ceive the plaintiff, that at the time they 
were roeived the plaintiff could have tak- 
en steps to prevent the acceptance or pay- 
ment of these drafts. It is further al- 
leged that on the appointment of Forest 
Raynor as receiver, the complainant noti- 
fied him by telegram to return these 
Grafts for $29,698, not having been col- 
lected at the time. On the following day, 
June 28th, the drafts having been turned 
over to the receiver and collected by him, 
he was notified in writing by the attorneys 
for the Coal ard Iron National bank to 
turn over to them the proceeds and not 
to minglé the same with other funds in 

is possession. The court is asked to 
direct that the defendants pay over to the

drafts with interest, and that a writ of in- 
3 issued restraining the de- 
fendants from ingling the funds 
obtained ollection of these 
drafts -with other funds In their pos<ces- 
gion, from collecting the draft for $4,614, 
or from using these funds for the pay- 
ment of other accounts.

CAUSED BY GAS EXPLOSION 


Die—Only Four of the Eleven 
in House Escape. 


Manchester, Mass., July 25.—The sum- 
mer residence of James Means, of Bos- 
ton, at Manchester-by-the-Sea, was 
burned tonight as the result of a gas ex- 
plosion and seven of the eleven . persons 
in the house were more or less injured, 
one possibly fatally, Miss Elems, of phil- 
adelphia, who was a guest of the Means 
family. Both of her arms and legs were 
broken agd her breast bone fractured and 
she was severely cut on the forehead. 

About 9 o’clock this evening the odor 
of gas permeated the house and Mr. 
Means started for the basement, where 
the gas machine was situated, to locate 
the trouble. As he entered the base- 
ment a terrific explosion occurred, break- 
ing all the windows in the house, which 
immediately caught fire, and the flames 
enveloped the building almost instantly. 


Girl’s Heroic Deed Commemorated. 

Toronto, Ontario Globe: Mr. Henry J. 
Morgan, of Ottawa, says that the monu- 
ment to Laura Secord is not the first trib- 
ute of that kind to a woman. He says 
that on March 2%, 1870, Mr. White, one 
of the members for Cape Breton, in the 
house assembly of that province, drew 
the attention of that body to an act of 
great heroism which had been displayed 
by a little girl named Catherine Crow- 
ley, at Pugwash, in the county of Cum- 
beriand, which had cost her her life, and 
he moved that the government be au- 
thorized to erect a suitable memortal 
stone .over her remains. The resolution 
was adopted, and in the same year a mar- 
ble block, surmounted by a cross, and 
resting on a granite base, was duly dedi- 
cate to her in the local cemetery. On 
the cross are the words: ‘‘In Memorium,” 
and on the face of the stone the following 
inscription: ‘Catherine Crowley lies be- 
neath this sod, a victim to fraternal love. 
Having rescued a younger brother and 
sister from the flames of her parents’ 
dweliing, she exclaimed: ‘Mother, all i 
over with me now, but I have saved my 
brother and my sister!’ She expired twen- 
ty-four hours after, October 15, 1869; aged 
twelve years. ‘Greater love no man hath 
known.’ ”’ On the side of the stone is 
inscribed: ‘This memorial was arected 
by the legislature of Nova Scotla.’’

BETWEEN SOBS | 


SHE TOLD STORY 


Gray-Haired Mrs, Fosburgh Tells 
of Daughter's Murder, 


STATE AND DEFENSE. RESTS 


And After Argument the Case Will 
Go to the Jury—Defense Asks 
the Judge To Order Jury 
To Acquit—Some Tes- 
timony. 


Pittsfield, Mass., July 2%.—In the Fos- 
burgh manslaughter case today Mrs. R. 
L. Fosburgh, the gray-haired mother, 
went upon the witness stand and told in 
simple words how her daughter was killed. 
Her story was given with frequently un- 
controlled emotion. Her voice failed her 
and she shed tears, Miss Bertha Sheldon, 
% guest in the Fosburgh home on the 
night of the tragedy, was another im- 
portant witness. By her testimony the 
defense wished to show that there were 
burglars in the hcuse, and that they were 
seen by little Beatrice Fosburgh. 

Mrs. Fosburgh was the last witness for 
the defense, and immediately after her 
testimony was concluded the defense 
rested. 

Wants Verdict of Not Guilty. 

At the close of thé session Judge Ste- 
vens, with the counsel of both sides, re- 
tired to the ante rcom, where Mr. Joyn- 
er, for the deféer.se, made a long argu- 
ment on the question of his suggestion 
that the judge order a verdict of not 
guilty. The result is not known official- 
ly, but it Is understood that arguments 
will be.-made in the case at the opening 
of the session tomoriow. 

The first witness of the day was Miss 
Estelle Chapin, a sister of Mrs. Shep- 
herdson, whose home is near that of the 
Fosburghs. She said she was awakened 
on the night of the tragedy by the In- 
cessent ringing of the door bell and soon 
she heard men’s voices crying: “Mur- 
der!” “Police!"’ “Help!” Her sieter came 
into the room and togethcr they kneeled 
down and listened. 
say: 

“She is gone.’” ‘Then witness, her sis- 
ter and her sister’s husband went to the 
Fosburgh home, where they were told 
what had happened. 

On the cross-examination the witness 
said she had never spoken to any of the 
Fosburgh family about the tragedy since 
the night it occurred. 

The next witness called was Harry 
S. Plumb, one of Fosburgh’s neighbors, 
His testimony was on ‘the same lines as 
Miss Chapin. He added that the first 
time he say Mr. Fosburgh, Sr., he had on 
a nightshirt and trousers. The defendant 
was dressed. Dr. Paddock came to the 
Fosburgh house three-quarters of an hour 
after Dr. Schofield. The witness. was 
certain that he notieed the footprints 
which seémed to tk those made by two 
men who had dropped down from the 
piazza room. On cross-examination wit- 
ness said he had ifftroduced Mr: Chap- 
man to Mr. Fosburrh, Sr., and he heard 
the latter ask Chapman to keep outside 
of the house. Officer White appeared 
about this time with the shoes and hat in 
his hand. 


Miss Sheldon on Stand. 


Miss Bertha Sheldon, the young woman 
who was visiting the Fosburghs when the 
shooting occurred, then went upon the 
witness stand. On the night of the shoot- 
ing she occupied the guest chamber 
leading from May’s room. The witness 
then proceeded to relate the happenings 
of Sunday, both morning and evening. 

May sang ‘‘Holy City” In the evening, 
she said, and she remembered that the 
members of the gamily kissed each other 
and bade one another goodnight. She 
was awakened in the night by a piercing 
scream, and then she heard a pistol shot. 
She got up, opened the door and asked 
what was the matter. She saw May 
upon the floor and she saw young Rob- 


ert Fosttuurgh near his room. Also she 
saw Beatrice, Mr. Fosburgh, Sr., and 
his wife. She called Beatrice to her and 
again asked what had happened. District 
Attorney Hammond objected to the wit- 
ress giving the answer Beatrice made. 

The court retired with the counsel to 
consider in private the admissibility of 
this evidence, 

Judge Stevens announced that by agfee- 
ment of counsel the question would »5e 
answered and Miss Sheldon said that 
Beatice exclaimed: : 

“Burglars have entered the house and 
shot May.” 

The witness said that she tYen returned 
to her room, dressed and went down 
stairs, 

The admission of what Miss Beatrice 
said to Miss Sheldon was regarded as a 
victory for the defense. Continuing her 
testimony, Miss Sheldon said that she sat 
up the rest of the night down stairs. She 
went away in the afternoon very much 
excited and nervous. She knew she would 
be in the way if she stayed. The witness 
described the scene in May’s room at 
some length, She saw Mrs. Robert Stew- 
art Fosburgh bend over her husband, who 
was at the side of May on the floor. She 
would say that all the members of the 
Fosburgh family were very much devoted 
to each other. 

On cross-examination by Mr. Crasby, 
Miss Sheldon remembered a talk at her 
ha@me in Providence with Colonel Whitney 
and Captain Parker, of the Providence 
detective force, about the weedy: She 
told Colone] Whitney she had heard a 
shot. and that she had then got up. and 
opened the doors, 

“Did you see any burglars that night?’ 

“No, sir.” 

Miss Sheldon said that she had not been 
in Pittsfield since the day of the tragedy, 
nor had she visited the Fosburg hoyse. 
This concluded Miss Sheldon’s testimony. 

When she left the stand all of the Fos- 
burghs shook hands with her. 


Mother of Prisoner Testifies. 
Mrs. Robert L. Fosburgh, mother of the 
defendant, was called. She testified that 
she was awakened on the night. of the 
tragedy by a light. No one appeared and 
she got up on her elbow and reached for- 
ward, looking into her daughter May's 
room. Instantly two men appeared . be-. 
fore her wearing masks and looking, like 
devils. She sprang to her husband, who 
awoke, and gave a scream. The men: did | 
not fire upon them, or least before the 
had a chance to do s0 her hustade 
sprang upon them.

ATLANTA, GA., July 26, 1901. 
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The Freedom of the Press. 

The ruling out of the correspondents 
of the New York papers by the judge 
presiding over the Fosburgh trial in 
Massachusetts has aroused widespread 
discussion of that judicial tyranny 
which is sometimes resorted to. 

The alleged offense for which the re- 
porters were excluded was in no way 
connected with the proceedings of the 
court. It related to a meeting of the 
Fosburgh family on Sunday, in which 
it may have been the purpose of those 
interested to create sympathy. AlPthe 
correspondents did was to report the 
facts as they transpired, leaving the 
rest for the public to decide. Next day 
when court assembled the judge exer- 
cised his power of contempt and ruled 
the three newspaper men out. The 
New York Herald declares that “the 
power to punish for contempt of court, 
where not limited by legislation, is one 
of the most extraordinary and anoma- 


lous and, carried to an extreme, inde- 


fensible known to the law. Whoever 
wields this power does so as judge, 
prosecutor, witness and jury all in one. 
In his arbitrary discretion the accused 
may be punished by indefinite fine or 
imprisonment, or both.” As to the 
power itself, The Herald says: 

The power is a relic of a past judicial 
tyranny which has no place in the more 
advanced administration of justice that 
has come .with the progress of personal 
liberty and civilized ideas. This fact has 
been recognized by congress, which has 
restricted the power in the courts of the 
United States, and by certain states, of 
which Massachusetts is not one, judging 
from the remarkable action of Judge Ste- 
vens at Pittsfield. 

As far as the press is concerned there is 
neither necessity nor justification for the 
exercise of this extraordinary power. Re- 
spectable papers have no disposition to in- 
fluence a jury by editorial comment dur- 
ing the progress of a trial, and always 
refrain from such comment. It is, how- 
ever, their recognized right, as it is their 
business, to publish the proceedings of a 
trial of public interest; and also the news 


of the day. It may be doubted whether 
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; may be certain, and that is that the

_ union, Just now the hunter for a 
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such publication affects the mind of the 
avérage juror sworn to try the case solely 
on the evidence produced on the witness 
stand. But if it does in any instance the 
remedy is not to muzzle the press and 
deprive the whole public of the news, but 
to prevent the jury from reading it. And 
if an offense is committed it should be 
dealt with, not by the arbitrary power of 
a single judge to punish for contempt of 
court, but by thé regularly constituted 
criminal procedure. Ors 

There can be no doubt but that the 
time has come for a revision of all 
laws relating to the newspaper field. 
Although this business has reached 
enormous magnitude, becoming a part 
of the life of the people, it still remains 
largely under tolerance. The libel laws 
of most of the states start out with 
the theory of newspaper guilt and are 
unjust in operation. In some states 
these laws constitute a species of 
blackmail by which newspapers may 
be intimidated by any conscienceless 
shark who chooses to try the opera- 
tion. It is strange that with all the 
supposed power of the press, it has not 
yet succéeded in establishing for it- 
self that place in law to which it is 
entitled.

There Must Be Some Mistake. 


The pending hot bath in which cer- 
tain sections are immersed has set the 
scientists to work in search of the 
causes thereof. One of the best known 
of these investigators is Mr. Gaprett P. 
Serviss, who is well known in Atlanta. 

Mr. Serviss believes that he has dis- 
covered the reason, which he proceeds 
to explain as follows: 

The burning heat now afflicting the 
whole of the United States and felt also 
on the other side of the Atlantic and gen- 
erally throughout the northern hemis- 
phere, is convincing proof of the fact that 
the earth is the satellite of a variable 
star. Only on the assumption that the 
source of terrible heat is directly in the 
sun and due to an extraordinary increase 
in its effective radiation can the wide- 
spread and long-continued nature of the 
present meterological disaster be satisfac- 
terily explained. ‘ 

While we have no 4disposftion to 
question the deep scientific attainments 
of Mr. Serviss, we cannot avoid the 
conclugion that for once he is mistaken. 
If the existence of such a satellite as 
he describes were a certainty its in- 
fluence would be felt the world over. 
It would be the most rank sort of dis- 
crimination for such a celestial body to 
confine its baleful influence to the 
states of the north and the west and 
to pags over the south altogether. So 
far as the people of the southern states 
are concerned, they are experiencing 
no discomfort whatever, and hence 
they refuse to believe that a satelite is 


monkeying with the heat. 
There is but one thing of which we 


the 
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cool place should come south. Here 
he would find the gentile breezes play- 
ing sometimes into the force of a gale, 
rendering futile the eff of the sun 
to be too sportive with people. In 
the summer the south is a resorf from 
the heat, and in the winter it is the 
place in which to find warmth. In 
every season we have just the right 
proportion for comfort, and as soon as 
the fact becomes known to those more 
unfortunately situated they will come 
piling down to enjoy what we have. 


Mr. Fletcher and His Lost Job. 

The Carroilton Times, in comment- 
ing upon what The Constitution had to 
Say in regard to the discharge of Mr. 
Fletcher as clerk in a store because 
he had aided in the support of law, is 
ubnecessarily aroused and takes an en- 
tirely wrong view of the situation. 

The Constitution has not charged 
that “the business men of Carrollton 
had boycotted Mr. Fletcher,” as a read- 
ing of its editoria] will show. What 
The Constitution did say, and what it 
Says again, is that Mr. Fletcher was 
thrown out of employment because he 
upheld the laws of the state of Geor- 
gia against mob attack, and it did ask 
if the business men of Carrollton 
could afford to let it go forth that a 
man capable and willing to work 
should be thrown out of employment 
for such a cause? The Constitutioh 
did say that it would be unfortunate 
to have it go to the world abroad that 
a man standing by the law was out- 
side of the pale of employment. Why, 
then, it may be asked, was reference 
made to the business men of Carroll- 
ton? The answer readily suggests it- 
self. There are some matters which 
assume public importance. If Mr. 
Fletcher had lost his occupation as a 
result of private business reasons, there 
could be no appeal to the public, but 
when the man standing at the side of 
the sheriff while under attack is to be 
thrown out of employment, there is a 
public question involved which makes 
an appeal to the public in place. No 
one asked that the merchants of Car- 
roliton should discharge a single man 
in their employ, but it was suggested 
that in a case like this there was a 
public duty to perform, and that Car- 
rollton, no more than any other com- 
munity, could afford to ntglect it. As 
to how that duty should be performed 
would remain for them to decide. Ev- 
ery word written by The Constitution 
is acknowledged by The Times itself in 
the article alluded to. It admits the 
cause of complaint, the consequent ac- 
tion, and thus, by implication, the re- 
maining duty. The supreme court of 
Georgia, speaking through Chief Jus- 
tice Simmons, has complimented Mr. 
Fletcher for what he did, and we fee] 
sure that the business men of Carroll- 
ton would do no less. 

Every newspaper printed in the state 
of Georgia, no matter where its loca- 
tion, is equally interested in every 
movement in which the good name of 
the state is concerned. There can be 
no Chinese wall between the different 
communities of the state by which the 
one will be shut out from the other. 
All have the right to speak, as did the 
chief justice of the state, when the pub- 
lic interest and the maintenance of the 
state government commands it. 

As we write, the case of Mr. Fletcher 
has become even stronger with the 
public. The supreme court of the state 
has decided that the conviction of the 
prisoner defended by the sheriff was 
unjust, and hence his defense against 
assault has beccme doubly righteous. 
It has saved the people from the mis- 
take of executing the man upon insuffi- 
cient evidence, and it has furnished 
them with an opportunity still to dis- 
cover the truth and to execute justice 
in accordance with the proof when 
found. 
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Russia’s Cotton Industry. 

The cotton manufacturing industry 
of Russia is now equal to that of the 
Southern States of America—6,000,000 
spindles. 

From the last report of the Russian 
minister of finance concerning the cot- 
ton industry of Russia it appears that 
the quantity of cotton worked by Rus- 
sian mills in 1899 was 577,792,000 
pounds, 180,560,000 pounds Russian and 
397,232,000 pounds foreign, valued at 
$76,220,000. The works employed over 
6,000,000 spindles, 146,000 weaving 
looms, 109 spinning mills and 118 
weaving works, producing 505,568,000 
pounds of yarn, valued at $127,720,000, 
and 397,232,000 pounds of coarse stuff, 
worth $124,630,000. These mills fur- 
nished employment for 170,000 work- 
mén and 150,000 were engaged in the 
weaving works. The amount of cap- 
ital invested is $137,505,000. The aver- 
age number of spindles in each factory 
is 56,000 and about 1vu2 pounds per 
spindle are used. Ine Russian work- 
ing day is a long vue. Taking the 
number of working days in the year as 
285, the average number of working 
hours of one spindle was, in 1899, 4,503 
per year, or 15.8 per day. 

The average number of yarn man- 
ufactured in Russia equals 27; Nos. 30 
and 34 of warp and 34 to 38 of woof 
necessary for the fabrication of coarse 
calico are in greatest demand. Al- 
though the manufacture of the higher 
numbers of yarn has made considera- 
ble progress in recent years, greater 
development is retarded by the high 
price of the weaving machines, which 
are almost exclusively imported. There 
is a gradual annual] increase in the 


‘number of looms, and while the law of 


1897 decreased the number of hours 
each loom should be run, their produc- 
tive capacity increases. The develop- 
ment of the Russian weaving and dye- 
ing production is sufficient to satisfy 
not only the national demand, but also 
that of the east. The Asiatic import 
of Russian cotton tissues increases 
yearly. 

The effect of Secretary Gage’s black- 
listing of Russia is to place a premium 
on this organization of opposition to 
cotton factories in the south. If the 
United States enters upon a policy of 
trade Ishmaelitism, so can its victims. 
In this way a legitimate American 
trade will be crippled by the desire to 
build up exotic lines of industry. 


The True Lesson. 

Since the trial of Captain Oberlin M. 
Carter, three years ago, the four wit- 
nesses upon whom his conviction rest- 
ed have died, and if his case were 
called today he probably could not be 
convicted. 

From this, The Constitution might 
read a lecture upon the law’s delays, 
and why people are occasionally in- 
duced to wreak extra judicial ven- 
geance. When a criminal is brought 
before court the invariable resort of 
his attorneys is to fight for time. The 
excuses under which time is claimed 
are various. They want the popular 
passion to coo] in oraer that the peo- 
pe may be in a more judicial frame of 
mind. As a matter of fact, they want 
the witnesses either to disappear, to 
torget, or to die. Time helps to kill 
the case of the state. ee oon

be deaths in the witness box, and when : 


these results of his own contriving 
come to pass then the cry will be raised 
of want of evidence. No matter how 
scandalous the offense, how justly en- 
raged the people, they must stand still 
and see justice defeated by dilatory 
tactics, and criminais walk loose who 
should have been punished. They are 
justified in asking themselves if courts 
exist solely for the protection of crim- 
inals—if the public has no rights that 
may be set up against the fears of a 
guilty man. 

In the case of Captain Carter a great 
public wrong was committed. The 
government had expended millions of 
dollars for the improvement of har- 
bors. Captain Carter was in charge 
of the proportion allotted to Georgia. 
By his connivance with shrewd con- 
tractors, Georgia was cheated out of 
her share of the public appropriation. 
All that influence and society could do 
to delay his trial was done, and if it 
had not been for the stern rules of 
courtmartial, to which as an army offi- 
cer he was subjeci he would today 
have been untried, and by the death 
of the witnesses he could have defied 
the public. If his trial had taken place 
in a civil court this identical proceed- 
ing would have occurred. The lesson 
of the case is that while we are lectur- 
ing the mob upon its intemperate zeal 
in securing an offender, there should 
be some grease poured into the wheels 
of justice so that the courts would ex- 
ist for the actual trying of offenders, 
instead of holding them off until wit- 
nesses are either bought up, scattered 
or dead. 
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Few Men in Heaven. 


The Rev. Mr. Leach, of Chicago, has 
spoken some plain words regarding the 
celestial chances of the male members 
of his flock, and has succeeded in stir- 
ring up a furore of favorable and ad- 
verse criticism. 

This good man believes that there 
will be few men in heaven, but that 
their wives, daughters, mothers and 
sweethearts will ‘be Occupying exalted 
places from which they can view the 
speculative misery of their unsaved 
male attachments. 

Giving some of his reasons for these 
rather discouraging views, Mr. Leach 
says: 

Some of the brethren out at the Des- 
Plaines camp meeting were inclined to 
look askance at me today because I said 
I would feel lonesome in heaven for lack 
of men, but they knew I told the truth. 
I noticed out there that the men lie 
around under the trees smoking cigars, 
while the women crowd into the tents to 
listen to sermons. 

Politicians will never go to heaven. I 
was not speaking particularly of Governor 
Yates, but I might have been thinking of 
him. Those politicians are a sorry lot. 
They’re anything, according to the com- 
pany they’re in. It’s “good Lord,” ‘‘good 
devil” with them all the time. 

Why don’t men go to church and become 
Christians? Because they can’t follow 
the pure teaching of Christ without giv- 
ing up their infernal licentiousness and 
their stealing in business and working 
their employees to death on insufficient

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A Warning in Time. 

Chief Justice Simmons, of the su- 
preme court of Georgia has just hand- 
ed down a decision which is ,destined 
to exercise a wide influence in the pros- 
ecution of cases. 

The decision was to the effect that 
whenever an attorney takes advantage 
of his privilege to speak to inject evi- 
dence so as to influence the jury the 
supreme court may be relied upon to 
reverse the finding. In this announce- 
ment the chief justice was sustained 
by the entire bench. | 

It seems that in the case out of 
which this decision grew the solicitor 
general made such an appeal to the 
jury as to displace the evidence, and in 
consequence moved it to render a ver- 
dict based upon sympathy. The de- 
fense took an appeal, alleging that the 
evidence was exceeded by the address 
of the prosecuting officer. The court 
held that all facts upon which a verdict 
is found should be introduced by wit- 
nesses under oath, and that an attor- 
ney had no right to supplement weak 
points by a clever play in his argu- 
ment. 

While the decision was rendered as 
applying to a solicitor general, there 
is no reason why it should not apply to 
all cases In which an attorney relies 
upon his ability to speak instead of the 
proof.

Mr. W. A. Snow, the fore- 
man of/The Telfair Enterprise, of Mc- 
Rae, Ga., made the model for the instru- 
ment, which combines with unusual at- 
tractiveness tne qualities of ornamenta- 
tion and usefulness. It makes a very 
handsome desk ornament and no doubt 
a great many will be disposed of. 


The arrival here within the past few 
days of several shipments of magnificent 
Elberta peaches from south Géorgia has 
brought joy to the hearts of the fruit 
dealers anf consumers alike. Several 
men familar with fruit growing, one of 
them being part owner of a large orch- 
ard, were discussing the present peach 
crop yesterday in the rotunda of the 
Kimball. 

“It is an admitted fact,’’ said the orch- 
ard owner, ‘‘that Georgia can beat the 
world when it comes to raising peaches, 
but the crop this year, in some parts of 
the state, is the finest, tn many ways, 
ever grown in the Georgia orchards, I do 
not mean in point of numbers, but Mm the 
quality of the. fruit. The truth is, the 
crop this year, taking the state as a 
whole, will not reach much more than 
from 50 to 60 per cent of the maximum 
bearing ability of the orchards. 

“The quality of the fruit, though, 1s 
superb. The peaches are larger, the 
coloring more beautifully red and golden 
and the taste sweeter than in many sea- 
sons of the past. As a rule, the growers 
got almost any price they put on their 
crops this year. The shortage in the 
yield made the fruit harder to get and 
consequently put fhe price up to a fancy 
figure. Many of the northern firms that 
handle the south’s crop of peaches each 
year had men in the field here as early 
as February and March. The growers, 
however, were wise effiough to hold off, 
and by so doing got prices for the fruit 
on the trees far in excess of the figures 
of many previous years. One grower in 
the middle section of the state sold his 
entire crop on the tees for 60 cents a 
crate, aggregating something like $10,000 
in cash for the crop. There are others 
in the state who will get a larger amount 
for the crop of a single orchard, but I 
doubt if any Georgia grower sold ata 
better figure per crate. 

“A feature which is fast spreading over 
the state in those parts where peaches 
are grown is that of establishing a can- 
nery near to the orchard and putting the 
fruit up in preserved condition fresh 
from the trees. Many of these canneries 
have been established within the past 
few years. They take a portion of the 
crop that, otherwise, would be a dead 
loss to the growers. I mean the culls or 
ripe fruit. This is not fit for shipment, 
as it spoils before reaching destination, 
but is exactly the quality of fruit the 
canner wants in his business. With the 
establishment of a cannery near an or- 
chard the saving to the grower each year 
will come very near to amounting to the 
cost of gathering and crating the fruit 
that is shipped, ranging with the size of 
the orchard from $1,500 to $5,000. When the 
peach season ends these canneries may 
easily be utilized for putting up vege- 
tables for the market.”

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popular of the women of the British 
royal family. When she married Prince 
Leopold in 1882 she was the Princess 
Helen of Waldeck. Leopold, the duke of 
Albany, died in 1884, leaving his widow 
with two children, Princess Alice and the 
present duke. The future countess of 
Rosebery bears a striking resemblance to 
the young queen of Holland but this is 
not surprising when it is remembered 
that she is an aunt of that interesting 
sovereign. The duchess is very domestic 
in her tastes, is an excellent needle- 
woman, and is quite clever at making 
tissue paper flowers gnd fancy lamp 
shades, he is just forty years old. 


Mrs. Martha Patterson was perhaps the 
last of the women who presided at the 
White house before the inauguration of 
Grant in 1869. 

Mrs. Taylor died in 1851, Mrs. Fillmore 
in 1853, Mrs. Pierce in 1863, Mrs. John- 
son in 1876, Mrs. Lincoln in 1882, and Mrs. 
Polk, who preceded them all, in 1891. Mrs. 
Polk's death left Mrs. Harriet Lane John- 
son and Mrs. Patterson ag the only mis- 
tresses of the white house brought over 
from the ante-bellum and the war pe- 
riods. 

Mrs. Patterson was the oldest daughter 
of Andrew Johnson, who, beginning with 
nothing, vecame congressman, governor 
of Tennessee, United States senator, vice 
president, and president. Mrs. Patter- 
son’s mother had almost as notable a ca- 
reer,’ before the war, as her husband, and 
in the first year of the war was subject- 
ed to as many trials and persecutions. 
The daughter shared the early trials of 
her mother, but when her father went to 
Washington, in 1845, she was placed in 
school at Georgetown, and spent her 
vacations with Mrs. Polk at the white 
house. 

That was her first entrance into polit- 
ical life, because she was in a measure 
the subject of a peace overture. Her 
father, in the early campaigns in Tennes- 
see, had espoused the cause of Bell 
against Polk, but, when the latter be- 
came president, was brought over to his 
personal following. Under Mrs. Polk, 
Andrew Johnson's daughter took her first 
lessons in white house etiquette,and near- 
ly twenty years later—in 1865—she rode in 
a carriage with’Mrs. Polk in the proces- 
sion in Nashville, on the day of the fun- 
eral of President Lincoln. 

When her mother’s health failed Mrs. 
Patterson became mistress of the white 
house, carrying into her social duties 
simplicity and dignity. but little of the 
stately ceremony of the old school. She 
was a law unto herself, saying to those 
who expected much of her that her 
people were of the east Tennessee moun- 
tains, and her ways were their Ways. 
She was in many things like her father, 
yet in her woman’s way did much to 
soften the animosities of the period. 


A MAINE MAN’S TRUE STORY _ 
SLAUGHTERS MUNCHAUSEN 


Railroading in Maine has not been 
without its incidents lAtely. A short 
time ago the trains on the Canadian Pa- 
cific railroad were very late, and the 
story went out that a terrible accident 
had happened near Megantic, near the 
western border of Maine. As the line of 
the Canadian Pacific runs for miles 
through the wiiderness of northern 
Maine, the report could not be verified at 
first. A press telegram was sent out, 
stating that the Colonist limited had gone 
through the bridge, and that large num- 
bers had beén killed, but at last the 
overdue train arrived at Jackman Sta- 
tion, and the story was told. 

It seems that when the train, composed 
of heavily loaded colonist cars, struck 
the foot of a steep grade, the engineer 
noticed that the drivers began to slip and 
grind in a somewhat unaccguntgble fash- 
ion. The engineer leaned out of the cab, 
and saw that numerous green worms 
were crawling on the sleepers and the 
rails. He yanked the sand lever and set 
the throttle up a notch or 80, says The 
Lewiston, Me., correspondent of the dig- 
nified New York ‘Tribune. The great 
wheels came flogging down on the rails 
and the engine rocked and trembled, but 
as the grade grew steeper the lomoco- 
tive labored more ineffectually. 


The Green Worms Win. 

At the top of the grade and continuing 
for a quarter of a mile is a trestle over 
Moxie brook. As the engine puffed and 
snorted toward the end of this trestle, 
slipping, grinding, jerking ahead and 
then almost slowing to a standstill, the 
engineer noticed that the green worms 
were growing more numerous. Behind 
they had been in patches and thin pro- 
cessions, like the stragglers behind an 
army, but at the end of the trestle and 
along the viaduct as far as the eye could 
distinguish them they were packing rails 
and sleepers like a carpet of moving, un- 
dulating green. 

It was evident that the worm army 
wanted to go somewhere, and was using 
the trestle of the great Canadian Pacific 
over which to make an exodus. For 
every one squashed by the engine wheels 
two more took his place on the rails, and 
before the trestle was reached the 
wheels of the locomotive gave a last, 
despairing buzz on the slippery rails, and 
then the train jerked to a standstill. 

The conductor came forward along the 
side of the train, scuffling through the 
sand of the roadped and stepping ginger- 
ly through the patches of crawling 
worms. He found the engineer out by 
the side of the engine. 

Engineer’s Plan Failed, 

The engineer thought that he could run 
back a mile or so and get enough mo- 
mentum to run over and through the 
mass. So the train was backed two 
miles. Then the engineer took the en- 
gine broom, and, with thé assistance of 
the fireman, cleaned off as much of the 
worm lubricant as he could. 

Then with the throttle wide open, using 
every pound of steam, and with sand 
valve pulled to the limit, he slammed to 
the foot of the grade. But half way up 
he saw that his charge was going to be 
without avail. ‘His first onslaught on the 
hosts had left the rails smeared and 
slippery. Since then new batches of 
worms had crawled recklessly over the 
bodies of the slain. These later arrivals 
were crushed into the multitudinous bod- 
ies of the firS8t victims. Even the sand 
worms could not cut the coating so that 
the drivers could rub the rails. The loco- 
motive came to a halt with its pilot just 
poked over the first sleepers of the tres- 
tle. 

Worms Do Not Mind Water. 

There was a second council of war. The 
engineer suggested that he take the coil 
of hose in the cab, hitch it to one of the 
cocks and sweep the rails with water. 
This recourse was tried, but as soon as 


the water began to run each worm halted 


and clung with all its legs to rail or 
sleeper. He was able to flatten himself 
in such fashion that the water sluiced 
over him iIneffectually. AS soon as the 
stream stopped the worm placidly re- 
sumed his course. The water in the ten- 
der couldn’t be wasted in this fashion, 
for steam must be kept up. 

It was then suggested that the train 
wait patiently until the worm army had 
crossed over, but after watching the 
progress of a sample worm for a few mo- 
ments the conductor decided that this 
would not do. 


The Broom Brigade at Work. 


One of the passengers on the train, a 
western farmer, going back to his old 
home in Germany for a summer visit, said 
that he believed the only way was to 
make brooms out of birch withes and 
sweep the tracks. He declared that he 
was willing to assist, and on this many 
of the passengers volunteered. yetting 
the train out of its predicament was a 
matter in which all were interested. So 
the train crew and the others set to work 
cutting withes down in the ravine, and 
Several in the party tied the withes into 
brooms for the use of the others. In 
ten minutes fifty men were out on the 
trestle, sweeping away for dear life. The 
air below the framework was filled with 
flying worms. They pattered like green 
rain on the leaves of the trees below. 

Here, however, ensued a complication. 
The -complication first tackled the men 
who went into the bushes after the 
withes. Up from their retreats came the 
black files, the minges and the mosqui- 
toes. They chased the choppers out of 
the woods and then fell upon the men 
who were sweeping the tracks. 


Black Flies Take a Hand. 


The passengers and the train crew were 
wholly unused to the pests of the Maine 
forest. Many of them were from cities, 
and if black flies ever laugh, these ter- 
rors of the Moxie must have chortled 
when they espied the fair white skins of 
these strangers who had suddenly drop- 
ped among them like manna from 
heaven. By the wireless telegraphy in use 
in insect land the news was sent abroad, 
and clouds of pests came winging in over 
valley and hill. Mosquitoes arrived and 
went away in content. Black flies 
splotched the faces of the toilers. These 
flies do not fear any movement of man, 
and settle on the face and hands in 
patches. Their bite is acute agony. 

Each worm sweeper was followed by 
clouds of these flies, streaming out be- 
hind in the air like bannerets. The 
minges, such tiny specks as to be hardly 
visible, came too, and burrowed in the 
skin in all the claims that had not been 
staked out by their bigger brothers. The 
sting of a minge is not a whit less agon- 
izing than the bite of the black fly. 

As the workers perspired the plague 
grew worse. At last fully half the men 
threw down their brooms and ran: for the 
shelter of the cars, fairly screaming with 
thetorture the insects were inflicting upon 
them. Only a sportsman who has been 
in the Maine woods during the summer 
can understand how infernal this insect 
persecution is. Other passengers work- 
ed on, wielding the broom with one hand 
and swatting flies with the other. It was 
necessary to keep one or both hands 
whirling constantly around the head in 
order to escape being eaten alive. At 
last even the bravest gave up the job 
and they retired to the cars, and left the 
worms and the insects masters of the 
trestle. The lillputians were the conquer- 
ors of the day. When night came on and 
the insects went away the fight on the 
worms was resumed, and at last the 
train got over the grade and away. But 
when the passengers stepped off at Jack- 
man their faces were so swollen that 
they could barely opén their eyes suffi- 
ciently to see the way to the store where 
an enterprising yankee keeps face lo- 
tions.: They bought him out.

BRILLIANT WILLIAM FEW 
AND HIS GEORGIA RECORD 


By CHAS. EDGEWORTH JONES. 


In the annals of Georgia few, if any, 
examples are presented of worthies who 
have been as continuous and many- 
sided office holders as our honored sub- 
ject. Indeed, political and other distinc- 
tions were conferred upon him as freely 
and as easily as the celestial dews when 
they come to moisten the bosom of moth- 
er earth: and, in reviewing his notable 
career, to escape the charge of prosiness, 
we must content ourselves with a brief 
consideration of some of its interesting 
and salient features. 

Born in Baltimore county, Maryland, on 
the 8th of June, 1748, Hon. William Few 
claimed descent from a paternal ances- 
tor who, as one of the original settlers 
of the Keystone State, had accompanied 
the picturesque William Penn on the oc- 
casion of his celebrated migration to 
America. When he was ten years of 
age, or in 1758, his parents saw fit to 
transfer their residence to Orange coun- 
ty, North Carolina. There, with the aid 
of an able teacher, the scholastic prog- 
ress of our youthful subject was rapld 


and satisfactory; and, as a result of his. 


conscientious zeal, “his book,”’ as we are 
told, being ‘‘his constant companion in 
the fleld, and during the intervals of la- 
bor,”’ he succeeded in securing an excel- 
lent education. He then addressed him- 
self to the study cf law; he being, in due 
course, admitted to the bar. At 
outbreak of revolutionary hostilities he 
unqualifiedly espoused the cause of his 
embattled and defiant country; and, soon 
after their inauguration, or in the fall 
of 1776, removing to Richmond county, 
Georgia, he established his home, as we 
understand, near Augusta, where he 
proved, from the first, an influential citi- 
zen. 

Shortly subsequent to Mr. Few’s arrival 
in his adopted commonwealth, or in 
March, 1777, the knowledge of his hich 
character having preceded him, he had 
the honor to be chosen as a member 
of the newlv created. house of assembly. 
Upon the convoking of that historic body, 
two months later, further distinction was 
bestowed upon his deserving head; and, 
through his appointment to a seat in the 
executive council of the patriot govern- 
ment, he was assured of the appreciative 
estimation in which he was held. In the 
spring of 1778 occurred his earliest re- 
corded participation in military affairs. 
He then became identified with the ill- 
starred expedition which, jointly conduct- 
ed by General Robert Howe, commander 
of the southern department, and Governor 
John Houston, of Georgia, was aimed at 
the subjugation of east Plorida. In the 
same year he became surveyor general 
of the commonwealth, as well as com- 
missioner of confiscated estates and se- 
nior justice for the county of Richmond. 
Within a few months, however, or early 
in 1779, our worthy was complimented 
wkh martial preferment, he receiving ap- 
pointment as: lieutenant colonel of the 
Richmond county militia. [Ip his official 
capacity as such he saw much vigorous 
service, he being actively employed in 
the field in opposing the advance of Colo- 
nel Archibald Campbell upon Augusta, 
in guarding the frontiers of the common- 
wealth and in resisting the predatory at- 
tacks of British, tories and Indians. He 
acquitted himself with signal eclat in 
several spirited en ments, and his 
sturdy ministrations in that connection 
are gratefully remembered. 

oward the close of 1779 Colonel Few 
was re-elected as a member of the Geor- 
= house of assembly, and in the ensu- 
ng January he was, by that body, ele- 


the - 


vated to the post of delegate to the 
continental congress. His acceptable ser- 
vices as such were continuously retained 
by his admiring commonwealth until af- 
ter the establishment of peaceful relations 
with the mother country. An interesting 
incident of his congressional incumbency 
at this time may, fittingly, be recalled. 
It seems that in 1781, while the British 
forces were occupying the coast and 
southern section of Georgia, information 
was communicated to the continental 
conclave by its European minister, to 
the effect that there was a disposition on 
the part of the Er~lish government to 
enter into peace negotiations with the 
struggling patriots, with the understand- 
ing that each party should retain the 
places whereof it then held possession. 
Such being the general outlook, Colonel 
Few, in obedience to the expressed will 
of congress, and on the request of his 
colleagues, promptly returned to his be- 
leaguered constituents. The object had 
definitely in view was to advise with 
y them in regard to the important subject, 
and to assist them in the appointment 
of officers, and in the reorganization of 
the government machinery in the sev- 
eral counties of the state. And when, in 
the spring of 1782, the desired result had 
been attained, he thereupon resumed his 
seat in the Philadelphia gathering which 
he had so notably adorned. 

Soon after the permanent restoration 
of peace with the mother country in the 
fall of 1783, Colonel Few returned to the 
commonwealth; he being immediately re- 
elected by his county, Richmond, to mem- 
bership in the Georgia legislature. Upon 
the conclusion of his official term he de- 
voted his enlightened attention to the 
practice of law; and, as a consequence, 
as we are told, of his intimate knowl- 
edge of the affairs of the state, his ex- 
perience in public life, his talents as 
a debater, and his integrity, industry 
and prudence, he was rapily rising to 
eminence in his profession contemporane- 
ously with his re-elevation, in 1786, to 
the dignity of a delegate to the continen- 
tal congress. In the sequent year, he was 
honored by choice as a deputy to the fa- 
mous convention which was specially 
charged with the formulation of the faa- 
eral constitution; his sturdy signature 
attesting his tnqualified approbation of 


mending it to his admiring constituents. 
Two months or more subsequent to the 
adjournment of the Philadelphia conclave 
or on Christmas Day, 1787, an important 
gathering was convoked at Augusta, to 
which the work of ratifying and adopting 
the national constitution was regularly 
assigned. That responsible duty, thanks, 
in large part, to the intervention of our 
accomplished subject, who ably represent- 
ed the county of Richmond, was at length 
satisfactorily performed; Georgia being 
the fourth on the list of states to pro- 
claim, through her whole-souled indorse- 
ment, of the historic instrument, her 
unswerving fealty to the federal union. 
Colonel Few’s second tenure as con- 
gressman ended in the fail of 1788; and, 
within a few months, his valued talents 
were again called into effective exercise. 
In the following March, when the new 
political machinery went irto operation 
at New York, he was proudly installed 
as the initial United States senator from 
Georgia. As such, for the space of four 
years, and until the spring of 1793, he 
worthily championed the interests of the 
commonwealth whereby he had been so 
royally honored. Again, on the occa- 


sion of the convening of the general as- 


that memorable instrument, and recom- . 


sembly in November, 1795, he was iden- 
tified as a distinguisbed participant, with 
its stirring deliberations; and it was his 
privilege to assist in the triumphant 
annulment of the infamous Yazoo Dill, 
which would have bopelessly besmirched 
the escutcheon of the almost defrauded 
state. 

In the spring of 1796 Colonel Few re- 
ceived the appointment of presiding judge 
of the second judicial circuit of the com- 
monwealth. As such he continued to of- 
ficlate with the greatest satisfactoriness 
to all concerned until January, 1799, when 
ill tealth necessa&ited his regrettable 
resignation. In July of the same year 
(1799) our subject 1c moved with his fami- 
ly to New York city, where his remaining 
days were usefully spent. Alluding to the 
numerous positions wherewith he was 
honored, we will content ourselves with 
saving that from 1801 to 1804 he enjoyed 
membership in the general assembly of 
New York, being then transferred to the 
responsible station of commissioner of 
loans: he dianifying the important of- 
fice of president of the (New York) citv 
bank from 1814 until he was reminded of 
his approaching end. And when at Fish- 
kill (Dutchess county), N. Y., on the 16th 
of July, 1828, Colonel William Few 
breathed his last, an accomplished worthy 
was withdrawn whose partially related 
distinctions forcibly demonstrate the uni- 
versal estimation in which he was ads 
miringly held.

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The Discharge of Mr. Fletcher. 


The Times desires to en- 
ter its most earnest protest against the unjust 
charge that the business men of Carroliton 
have boycotted Mr. Fletcher because of the 
fact that he assisted the sheriff in upholding 
the law. The Times does not krow what mo- 
tives induced his employers to dispense with 
ris services, but taking it for granted, since it 
is charged that it was because of his connec- 
tion with the unfortunate affair on June 7th, 
however, we suvmit that does not warrant 
nor justify the implication that all business 
men in Carrollton are actuated by the same 
motives and withhold employment from him 
for the same reasons. The Constitution, in its 
earnestness in a good cause, has permitted 
its zeal to run riot with its discretion, and is 
doing a very grave injustice to as fine a body 
of business men as there is in the state of 
Georgia or elsewhere, and The Times would 
be derelict in its duty were it to remain silent 
while they are being thus slandered. 

As before sta‘ed, The Times does not know 
the motives that actuated in causing the 
firm to dispense with nis services, and is not 
undertaking, especially, to champion their 
cause. They are abundantly able to take care 
of themselves, but it is the unsullied integ- 
rity of our merchant body that impels The 
Times to enter its disclaimer to The Con- 
stitution’s uncalled and unjust calumny. 

It is not denied that Mr. Fietcher has lost 
his job, and is now without employment; but 
that fact resulted from the act of a single firm, 
not of the merchant body of the town. That 
he has not been employed by other business 
houses should not be construed either as @ 
refiection upon the business integrity and ca- 
pacity of Mr. Fietcher nor the want of @ 
proper appreciation of his conduct in the dis- 
charge of his duties as a citizen in uphold- 
ing and defending ‘he law.

WAS WITH THE STRANGER 


Kinard Says He Went to Lakewood 
with the Man Who Was Killed 
in Railroad Yard on 
Same Evening of the 
Tragedy. 


There is a strange coincidence connect- 
ea with the death of the stranger who 
was killed in the Georgia railroad yard 
Wednesday night. 

The coroner and the police failed to 
have the man identified, but in some 
way it Became reported that the dead 
man was C. L. Kinard, of Sylvester, this 
State. Such is not the case, for Kinard, 
who is alive and well, M# now at Albany. 
Ga. When he heard that he had been 
taken for the man who was killed, he 
Stated that he was with the stranger 
the evening of his tragic death. This wil! 
account for a card bearing the name of 
Kinard being found in the dead man’s 
pocket, and the finding of that card may 
have led to the erroneous report as to the 
man’s identity. 

An afternoon paper published a story 
about the killing of the stranger, and 
gave his name as C. L. Kinard, of Syl- 
vester, Ga. 

A Mistake Had Been Made.

A Statement from Kinard. 

Last night The Constitution received a 
telegram from Albany stating that Kinard 
had arrived in that city and had read 
about his death in The Journal. 

Kinard then made the somewhat re- 
markable statement that he was with the 
man who was killed on the evening of the 
latter’s death. 

“I met the young man,” said Kinard, 
“and he told me he was representing a 
cotton machine company in Massachu- 
eetts. He gave me his name but I 
have forgotten it. We went to Lake- 
wood together and I parted with him, 
when we had returned to the city, at the 
corner of Alabama and Pryor streets. I 
know he is the same man by hi® descrip- 
tion, and by the fact that he had one 
of my business cards. He was sober, 
and he must have gone on the railroad 
track either to take a walk or because 
he was lost.” 

These facts may now lead to the body 
of the stranger being identified.

A change in ownership and control of 
the oi] mill interests of Georgia has taken 
place in the past thirty days. The South- 
ern Cotton Oil Company, with headquar- 
ters in Philadelphia, and branch offices 
in this city, have entered the field in 
earnest. Within the last thirty days this 
company has purchased in the neighbor- 
hood of fifteen oil mills, which places 
them in control of one-fourth of the oil 
mills in Georgia, there being sixty mills 
in this state owned as follows: Kentucky 
Refinery Company, four; Georgia Cotton 
Oil Company, six; Southern Cotton Oifl 
Company, fifteen; the McCae Manufac- 
turing Company, of Macon, and the City 
Oil Company of Atlanta, each being ir- 
terested in a few, with the remainder 
owned by single individuals and scattered 


throughout the state. Rumors have been 
in circulation for several days regarding 
the Virginia-Carolina Chemical Company 
entering the field and getting control of 
the four mills owned by the Kentucky 
Refinery Company; also it being the pur- 
pose of the former company to get under 
their contro] the entire oil mill interests 
of the south, but investigation would 
lead to the conclusion that the rumor 
grew out of the fact that the Southern 
Cotton Oil Company is affiliated in busi- 
ness with the Virginia-Carolina company. 

The former company disposes of its out- 
put of meal to the latter company, and 
in this way it was generally thought 
that the Virginia-Carolina company had 
under way a mammoth deal to control

Yesterday’s Constitution contained a 
communication from Alderman M. M. 
Welch, to which the fourth ward citizens’ 


committee replies as follows: 

To Alderman M. M. Welch, City.—Dear 
Welch: We are delighted with your card in 
this morning’s Constitution. Nothing could 
give us greater pleasure than to comtinue an 
open discussion of your public career, but 
with this particular card we are uncommonly 
pleased, for it gives us the opportunity to 
finally and forever demonstrate to the public 
that you are but an empty, walking sham, an4 
that your position upon the matters which 
are involved in this controversy is insincere to 
the last degree. 

Disregarding much of your card for the sake 
of brevity, we will now give the public some 
facts which it has not heretofore known. You 
state in substance that you sought to put the 
2-year clauses and 3 1-3 cent clauses in the 
Boulevard and Peters street franchises of the 
Transit company BECAUSE YOU. BELIEVED 
THE TWO COMPANIES WOULD CONSOLI- 
DATE, AND YOU WANTED TO GET SOME- 
THING FOR THE CITY BEFORE THEY 
DID. 

This was a monstrous position for you 
to take before the public with the knowledge 
you have locked in your own breast. About 
March of this year a proposition to consoli- 
date these two companies was pending between 
financiers in the east interested in the com- 
panies. The agreement between them relative 
to a consolidation was based upon the con- 
tingency that experts employed by each side 
should favorably report upon the properties 
of each company. Pending these examina- 
tions by these experts, it was agreed that 
among other things the electric light fran- 
chise should be tabled in the aldermanic board. 
The Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
had then pending an application for an elec- 
tric light franchise. It had passed council, 
and was up for passage in your +, You 
knew that a truce had been declared between 
the companies, while the experts could exam- 
ine the properties; that there was a move- 
ment on foot to consolidate was published by 
every newspaver in this city. YOU WERE 
SELECTED BY THE ATLANTA RAILWAY 
AND POWER COMPANY TO BLOCK THE 
FURTHER PASSAGE OF THIS ELECTRIC 
LIGHT FRANCHISE IN YOUR BODY IN 
ORDER THAT THE TWO COMPANIES 
MIGHT CONSOLIDATE, AND YOU GAVE 
YOURSELF, FULLY, FREELY AND WITH- 
OUT DEMUR. AS AN INSTRUMENT TO AC- 
COMPLISH THIS END. 

A |! o'clock on the Thursday following the 
council meeting which had passed the electric 
light franchise you went to the office of the 
assistant city attorney, Mr. W. P. Hill, and 
stated to him that you intended to bring up 
and pass the electric light franchise at the 
meeting to be held that afternoon. You re- 
quested him to draw a certificate of division 
in the aldermanic board in order that Major 
Mims might vote to pass the franchise. The 
board met at 3 o’clock on that date, and be- 
tween the hours of | and 3 you were instruct- 
ed by Mr. Hurt, or some other official of the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company, to 
postpone the consideration of the electric light 
franchise that afternoon in order not to block 
the proposition to consolidate. When the board 
met at 3 o'clock you immediately moved to 
postpone action on that franchise, and this 
was done. Two weeks later, while the propo- 
sition to consolidate was still pending, and 
to still further the efforts of the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company to consolidate, 
vou moved to table the electric light franchise 
for that company. Again you aided in a 
movement which had no other purpose but to 
allow vour friend, the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company. to consolidate. 

Matters thus stood in the aldermanic board 
for some time. The movement to consolidate 
had become public knowledge, and finally 
when the effort to consolidate had about failed 
you called up the electric light franchise. 
Mr. Harvey Johnson, when this was done, 
stated in substance that he believed the two 
companies would eventually consolidate, and 
that the city should obtain some revenue in 
the event they did consolidate, and he offered 
an amendment to the electric light franchise, 
providing that IN THE SOLE EVENT OF 
A CONSOLIDATION al] the companies should 
PAY A TAX OF FROM 2 TO 5 PER CENT 
upon their gross receipts, and YOU VOTED 
AGAINST THIS MEASURE with Dr. G. ; 
Pierce and Hon. J. W. Kilpatrick. This left a 
tie in the aldermanic board. A division was 
certified to the mayor, and HE CAME IN 
AND VOTED WITH YOU, PIERCE AND 
KILPATRICK TO KILL A CLAUSE WHICH, 
IN THE EVENT OF THE CONSOLIDATION, 
WOULD HAVE GIVEN THE CITY A TAX 
OF FROM 2 TO 5 PER CENT UPON THE 
GROSS RECEIPTS OF BOTH COMPANIES. 
You took this action at the bidding of the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company, AND 
BECAUSE YOU WANTED TO AID THE 
COMPANIES TO CONSOLIDATE. 

These are the facts with which the public has 
not been heretofore familiar. We dare you 
to deny them. If you do we will produce not 
only the written document proving our state- 
ments and vour course, but we will under- 
take to prove them and many other, to you, 
unpleasant facts by documentary evidence. 

You stand stripped naked before the public 
as a hypocrite whenever these facts are un- 
derstood. 

You say you wanted something for the city 
in -he event the roads consolidated, and there- 
fore you voted for the 2! years and the 3 1-3 
cent fare. This is rot—awful rot—and you, of 
all human beings alive today, can most fully 
appreciate the insincerity of your declara- 
tion. 

Will you venture to assert that the Con- 
solidated company would build either the Bou- 
levard extension or the Peters street line in 
the event thse two present companies should 
consolidate? You know it would not. There- 
fore it is of the utmost Importance, if your 
statement be true, that before a consolidation 
should occur that the people of this city 
should get every line built whichis possible. ‘The 
city now has the chance to obtain, free of 
cost, another splendid viaduct over Peters 
street. What would become of this opportunity 
to get that viaduct in the event the com- 
panies consolidated? You knew full well 
when you wrote that card that the city would 
not getthat viaduct If you prevented the Transit 
company from getting the franchise before 
the consolidation occurred. 

We have but MIittle time within which to 
draw this reply to your card, and are reluc- 
tantly forced to omit man comments we 
would like to state to the public. We cannot 
fefrain from mentioning one or two. You say 
our committee is self-constituted, under the 
leadership of the attorney of a corporation 
seeking the franchises. This is not true. This 
committee was selected at an open meeting 
of the residents of the fourth ward 
who were affected by the proposed Boulevard 
«xtension. It was not self-constituted. 

It {s not under the leadership of a paid 
attorney. Its chairman is Mr. J. Frank Beck, 
who has and never had either stock or bonds 
in either one of the electric light companies 
or the street railway companies, pt who is, 
with the balance of us, actuated ‘Blone by 
the desire to protect the property of that sec- 
tion. That one of the members of this com- 
mittee is a paid attorney for the Transit 
company is the only truth contained in your 
card. 

You eay it were better that the city had no 
street railroads that that it should tolerate 
and endure the shame of the situation that 
puts an alderman at the mercy of a cabal, a 
committee, a conspiracy. Ah! yes, from your 
point of view it would be better for you that 
the shame of your situation should be kept 
secret, and the city have no street railroads. 
but we differ with you about this. It fs bet- 
ter that the city should have street railroads 
even if your shame must be exposed. You 
are not at the mercy of @ cabal, a commit- 
tee, a conspiracy.

A DOZEN FORGERIES | 


DO NOT FAZE MOODY 


Rawles Moody, charged with a dozen 
forgeries, was tried in the justice court 
yeaterday before Justice Landrum, on 
warrants sworn out for him by H. 8. 
Brooks and W. 8S. Foster. 

Some months ago Moody was arrested 
on similar charges, and Judge Willingham 
pronounced him insane. He was kept in 
the police station for a while and was 
then dismissed without being sent to the 
insane asylum. 

For the last three months, ever since 
he was released. he has been forging 
checks, and in nearly every case they 
were honored by the man to whom .they 
were given, and always refused by the 
banks. He has traveled extensively over 
the country, and is wanted in many dif- 
ferent places. Several sheriffs were in 
court yesterday and wanted to take him 
back home with them, 

On one of his trips he went to Decatur 
and put uo at the Jossey house, posing 
as a New York tourist. He had the best 
the house afforded, and more attention 
was paid to him than to any other guest 
at the place. The sheriff from Douglas 
wants him for nearly driving to death 
a horse, refusing to pay the cabman, 


and also for going away withoct settling 
for his board. He is warted in Macon 
for forgery. Thirteen or more merchants 
in Atlanta wish they hadn't made his 
acquaintance, and the sheriffs of Bibb 
and DeKalb counties are coming after 
him. 

“The most wonderful thing about the 
whole matter is the ease with waich he 
passed his checks and the simplicity of 
the men with whom he was dealing. He 
went into the grocery store of H. 5. 
Brooks and bought a bill of groceries of 
45 cents. He handed over a check which 
he filled out in the store, in the pres- 
ence of Brooks, for $7.71, and he was 
handed over the difference. W. J. Fos- 
ter had the same experience. Many cf 
the business men of Atlanta are his vic- 
tims, 

In the trial yesterday it was brought 
out that at his first arrest even a greater 
number of forgeries stood to his credit. 
Judge Landrum took the position that 
Moody was guilty of impersonating other 
people and he placed him under $200 bond. 
During the trial it was claimed that as 
Moody had been declared insane he was 
not responsible for what he did. The 
prosecution claimed, however, that, 
though at cne time he might have been 
ingane, he was now sane. 
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TEE WHO INSISTED UPON IT; that you 
then spoke the truth is shown by the fact that 
you reported both the Boulevard franchise and 
the Peters street franchise for 560 years. 

Have you the impudence now to state to the 
evry that you ever had any conscientious 
elief in the term of 2! years? -What made 
you change from your belief in the commit- 
tee room and the evidence of your belief con- 
tained in your reports to council? What new 
light was shown you? At whose bidding aid 
you turn from 50 years to 2! years? Were 
you acting in this, as in last March, at the 
bidding of the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company? When council] was considefing bcth 
of these reports you offered no amendment 
‘imiting either franchise to 2] years. When 
they were acted on by council and passed up 
to your body, you voted for the Boulevard 
franchise for 50 years.

“T am in receipt today of a telegram 
from Mr. Atkinson, which you see noti- 
files me that he has made all arrange- 
ments and the only delay now is in the 
failure of council to grant the necessary 
authority for the construction of the line. 
As you will observe, he says in his tele- 
gram that the work will be begun im- 
mediately after council authorizes it.’ 

The telegram referred to was frofi Mr. 
H. M. Atkinson, who is now in New 
York. and contained substantially the 
statement as quoted above. 

Continuing, Mr. Simmons said: 

‘‘We are ready to complete our line and 
to perfect our system. I cannot believe 
that authority will be withheld by the 
city council; but one thing is certain: If 
this council does not pass this measure 
the people will elect one that will, and 
if we are not allowed to proceed now 
we will be after January Ist.’ 


CARD FROM STEWART WOODSON 


He Sustains the Mayor’s Position on 
Twenty-One Yexr Limitation. 


On the subject of the franchise ques- 
tion now betore the aldermanic board, 
Mr. Stewart F. Woodson writes The Con- 
stitution as follows: 


Editor Constitution—I approve.of the mayor's 
position in his inaugural address, on the limi- 
tation of franchises by the city. 

Twenty-one years is long enough for a fran- 
chise, no one can seriously deny it, and bonds 
issued for that period would find a ready sale. 

he great hue and cry raised over this 
limitation to 2! years is for purposes. 

The mayor and aldermen are right in their po- 
sition, and I hope they will stick to it, notwith- 
standing the bullying methods used to coerce 
them from it. 

Not only is a 21-year period right, but a 
percentage of the gross receipts, as compen- 
sation to the city, would be fair and reason- 
able. 

The Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
has spent perhaps a million for equipment 
that is now thrown away as useless, while the 
Rapid Transic company is building with the 
latest improvements, at reduced cost. 

The building of its lines for the same num- 
ber of miles as the other company would cost 
a million less, so it could afford to pay a per- 
centage to the city and still be on an equality 
as to its earning capacity with the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company. 

The council granted the Power company a 
franchise for 2\| years for electric lights, 
and demanded a percentage of its gross re- 
ceipts when the city could force the Georgia 
Electric Light Company to pay the same. 

It strikes me the council should have re- 
quired its payment without the condition at- 
tached, for the same reason that the Power 
company’s plant equally equipped with the 
Georgia Biectric Light Company, must have 
cost several hundred thousand dollars lesa. 
It could pay & percentage and still be in as 
good condition for earning dividends as the 
Georgia Electric Light Company. 

It does seem to me that if the people are 
ever to get anything for the use of their 
streets they ought to begin right now. Our 
taxes could be reduced if the city council 
would act in a strictly business-like way. 

Another matter: Competition. There is 
no necessity for but one car line an a resi- 
dence street, and when c emnation is al- 
lowed for five blocks of other company’s 
line it is confiscation of the property of 
our citizens who put their money in the first 


company. 
It — is not fair dealing between the 
city and her citizefs. 

Allow condemnation of tracks tn the center 
of the city, so that both lfnes may get in, but 
let the companies put their lines on unoccu- 
pied streets after they leave the center of 
town. When one company has built up a street 
it is not fair to let anot company come in 
and take it, or divide it; let it go ont and 
build up the town somewhere else. 

As to combination. These two street ratl- 
ways will one day combine; they will do it 
likely long before the 2! years have expired. 
When they do, it will be a happy thing for 
the city that she has a 2!-year limitation on 
them. It wil] be money in her pocket. en 
the ward committees will rise to bless the 
aldermen and mayor who were bold enough to 
stand out against terrible assaults for the 
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ght. 
I wish to say I have no financial interest in- 
volved in this matter.

TEMPERATURE 


Yesterday Was the Hottest of the 
Present Week. 


HUMIDITY IS VERY SLIGHT 


Fierce Heat Blast Charged to the 
Spots on the Sun. 


TEMPERATURE WENT YESTERDAY TO 92.4 


Well-Known Astroncmer Predicts 
Four Years of Heat of the Kind 
We Are Having. 


The temperature yesterday was slightly 
above that recent! It was the hottest 
day for some time past, 92.4 degrees be- 
ing the highest point tipped by the mer- 
cury. That was at 4p. m. At the same 
hour the humidity was 43 per cent, which 
is very little, and fortunately reduced 
slightly the otherwise oppressive heat. 

Even with that ameliorating condition 
and a slieht breeze besides, nobody was 


seen looking for a foot warmer or an 
overcoat. ' 

At 2 p. m. it was 91.7 and at 8 a. m. 74. 
Normal now is 78, but yesterda~’s mean 
was 81.8, nearly 3 degrees above the ex- 
nected temperature. Rainfall for July is 
at present .30 Inch short. No rain or 
local showers are in sight. Hot weather 
is predicted for several days to come. 

The official forecast for today is fair 
and continued high temperature. 

Though yesterday was a very hot day 
here, compared with the torrid condition 
in the west and in man~ large northern 
cities, Atlanta was greatly spared. Dur- 
ing the whole summer there has not 
been in this section a single day of actual 
suffering such as has prevailed for yearly 
a month past in other places. 

In Kan&8as City Wednesday thermome- 
ters on the street went up to 116. The 
official record was 106, but that taken 
above the parched ground and where the 
intense heat radiated from burning pave- 
ments. Many deaths now occur there 
every day. People are still praving for 
rain and respite from the awful heat 
and drought and are almost in despair 
that their prayers have not been an- 
swered. 

Many residents of Kansas City have 
adopted the innovation strongly’ recom- 
mended to the people during the unnrece- 
dented heat of sleeping out of doors on 
cots placed in open balconies and on 
the housetops when such is practical. 

New York is suffering a second visita- 
tion of heat disaster. Many prostrations 
and deaths have been reported from there 
again this week. 


A Sun Spot Solution. 


Garrett P. Serviss, the well-known as- 
tronomer, attributes the present excess 
of heat to the spots on the sun, which he 
describes as subject to strange physical 
disorders. He predicts four years of heat 
blasts of unprecedented intensity. 

From Professor Serviss’s written opin- 
ion on the subject ope would infer that 
the sun, unlike the leopard, can change 
his spots, and that the new spots accu- 
mulated prior to the last eclipse and visf- 
ble in telescopic photographs may be in 
the nature of an eruptional disfigurement 
of irritating nature accompanied by high 
fever. Old Sol, in short, may just be 
having a pimvle on his chin, or a case of 
chickenpox with feverish symptoms. Pro- 
fessor Serviss even suggests that it may 
be malaria in the solar system. If the 
sun is now having a hot fit to last for 
four years it would be well to cheer up 
and enjoy it, for think what may happen 
when the four years’ chill comes on!

Contact with a Rock Ledge Injures 
Her Keel. 


OCCURRED DURING TRIAL RACE 


Mishap Slackened Her Speed and Co- 
lumbia Finished Two and Five 
Secords Ahead. 


Newport, R. I., July 2.—The Columbia 
today, in a rattling thresh to windward 
from, New London to Newport, gave the 
Constitution a beating, the latter finish- 
ing a good third of a mile astern of her 
antagonist and bein~ defeated two min- 
utes and five seconds. 

This victory was surprising, for the 
race was sailed in weather that, as a 
rule, has just suited the Constitution, the 
wind never exceeding twelve nots, and 
the sea being comparatively smooth. It 
was not until Newport was reached that 
an intelligent explanation of her rare 
good drubbing could be given. The Con- 
stitution, following right in the wake of 
the Columbia, the leading yacht is .the 
big sloop class, struck twice on a ledge 
near the Race Rock light house. 

There was a substantial bump on each 
oceasion and, after this accident, the 
Censtitution seemed deprived of all her 
old time smartness. Her speed was di- 
minished and she sagged off to leeward. 
Mr. W. Butler uncan, who is in com- 
mand, said this evening that he believed 
some of the plates on the leaden kee! 
were wrenched off by the force of the 
impact on the rock and acted as a drag 
on the yacht and made her igcapable of 
showing her usual form. Tonight, after 
the Constitution was moored, a diver was 
Sent down, but he was unable to make a 
satisfactory examination. Mr. Duncan 
has decided not to race the boat again 
until she has been hauled out -and op- 
portunity given for a thorough investi- 
gation.

Receipts from Suez Canal. 

New York Commercial Advertiser: The 
annual report of the Suez canal for the 
last year shows that the grand total of 
revenue was very near to that of 1899, 
when it reached the highest point in its 
history. But that this is so is due chief- 
ly to the Chinese disturbances, which 
sent through the canal an extraordinari- 
ly large amount of military and naval 
traffic. In the first half year there was 
a falling off,of 4,000,000 francs from the 
receipts for the corresponding. period in 
the previous year, but this was nearly 
made up in the last six months by the 
heavy shipments of troops and supplies 
to the east. The total receipts for the 
year were 93,000,000 francs, or 650,000 
frances less than the year before. The 
net profit was 52,000,000 francs. The total 
number of silps that went through the 
canal was 3,441, of which 1,935 were Eng- 
lish, 462 German, 285 French, 232 Dutch, 
126 Austrian, 100 Russian, 82 Italian, 63 
Japanese, 34 Spanish, 28 Turkish, 30 Nor- 
wegian, 27 Danish, 22 American, 7 Bel- 
gian, 3 Porguese, 2 Swedish, 2 Greek and 
1 Argentine. The passengers numbered 
282,000, of which 102,000 were civilians, 
25,000 pilgrims and emigrants and 155,000 
military.

Keeping Tab on Time. 


New Orleans Times-Democrat: “I have 
been doing a little figuring on time,”’ re- 
marked an erratic citizen yesterday, 
‘and I have reached some rather inter- 
esting conclusions. I wanted to find out 
how much time man consumed in keep- 
ing tab on time, and found that, if the 
whole world is considered in the compu- 
tation, years would be crowded into a 


second of time. 

“To illustrate what I mean I take a 
city where 100,000 watehes are wound up 
every day. Now, it takes probably an 
average of fifteen seconds to wind a 
watch. It would take, then, one and one- 
half million seconds to wind 100,000 
watches. This would mean 25,000 minutes, 
or 530 hours and ten minutes, or twenty- 
five days and sixteen hours, I suppose 
there are in the city of New Orleans 
100.000 watches and clocks to be wound up 
every day, so that nearly a month is 
spent in the city every day in winding 
watches and clocks. One man, ina 
year’s time, would consume 5,475 seconds 
in winding his watch, give fifteen seconds 
every day to this useful article. This 
would mean several hours during every 
year that he kept up the practice. 

‘“Allowine thirty-five years as the aver- 
age life,-a man would spend 191,525 sec- 
onds, or 3,190 minutes and forty-one sec- 
onds, or 530 hours and ten minutes, or 
twenty-two days and twenty hours, in 
winding his watch. From the view point 
of the individual the time consumed in 
keeping tab on time is no very great 
thing, but in the aggregate it is a great 
big thing. I would have an immense for- 
tune if I could get a dollar a day for 
every day consumed in one day’s time 
in winding the watches and clocks of the 
world. 

“Of course, it takes much longer to 
wind a clock than it does a watch, and 
there are some big clocks that really take 
up considerable fime when it comes to 
the matter of winding them. The amount 
of time consumed in this way just oc- 
curred to me while figuring on some of 
the smaller things that demand attention 
in life, and some of the matters are real- 
ly surprising when we begin to re on 
them. But the idea of New senee 
spending nearly 4 month every day in

A Few Salaries. 

New York Press: The proposal to in- 
crease the salary of John A. McCall, pres- 
ident of the New York Life Insurance 
Company, $25,000 a year will be acted on 
at the next meeting of the directors, ans 
there is scarcely a doubt that the advance 
will be made. Mr. McCall first received 
$50,000 and then $65,000, his present pay. An 
additional $25,000 will bring him in $90,000 
a year and put him nearly in the class 
of Messrs. McCurdy and Alexander. The 
former receives annually from the Mu- 
tual Life company a salary of $100,000 and 
a perquisite of $25,000. James W. Alex- 
ander’s arrangement with the Equitable 
Life Company is highly agreeable to him. 
His salary is $100,000 a year, and in addi- 
tion he receives 1 per cent of all the bus- 
iness written. His income is never less 
than $150,000. He is probably the highest 
salaried man in the world. 

George W. Perkins, the young man who 
has recently been taken into the firm of 
J. P. Morgan & Co., received a salary of 
$25,000 a year from the New York Life In- 
surance Company. He went with Morgan 
under a guarantce that his share of the 
profits of the great firm in the Drexel 
building would be not less than $250,000 
annually. People will tell you that Mor- 
gan’s partners never speculate. It may 
be true. Lots of strange things are crue.

Paying the Cost of War. 


Pittsburg Chronicle Tele~raph: England 
is making careful investigation into the 
sources of revenue from the Transvaal 
colonies, with the hope that these states 
may contribute to the payment of the 
expenses of the Boer war. The result 
so far has been partially encouraging. 
Sir David Barbour, who was sent to 
south Africa to make the investigation, 
declares that the colonies should con- 
tribute toward the cost of the war a 10 
per cent tax on the profits of the mines. 
In 1898 the yield from these was £450,000, 
but it is thought that this may be in- 
creased to £600,000. 

England's war budget has been en- 
larged from time to time until the home 
government feels that some prospective 
relief from domestic taxation must be 
hela out by way of encouragement to t..e 
burdened taxpayer. Devastated by war 
as the Boer colonies have been, it will be 
a question whether they will more than 
pay the cost of administration for some 
years to come. This is especially true of 
the Orange Colony, which, it is declared, 
will be unable to contribute to the war 
expense. If by taxin~ the Transvaal 
mine owners England can partly reim- 
burse herself for the enormous cost of 
the war, the movement will have @ ten- 
dency to allay the discontent and rest- 
lessness at home. By the annexation af 
that Boer republic and the abolition of 
the monopoly in minine material 
south African mine owners are enrich 
many million pounds, and can afford to 
pav the extra tax levy.

ATLANTA MEN RECEIVE 
PROMOTION IN THE NAVY 


In the list of appointments for the 
navy made by the president yesterday 
appear the names of two Atlanta boys— 
Charles P. Burt, who has been raised to 
the rank of lieutenant funior grade, and 
Clark Howell Woodward, who has been 
made an ensign. Both of these young 
men are well known in Atlanta and their 
many friends here will be glad to learn 
of their continued success tn the naval 
service. 

Lieutenant Burt was born June 17, 18%, 
the one hundredth anniversary of the 
battle of Bunker Hill, end consequent- 
ly is now in his twenty-seventh year. He 
Was appointed to the naval academy ‘in 
1892 Dy Speaker Charles F. Crisp, as he 
was then a resident of Americus. As a

the academy was assigned to the engin- 
eering corps. He was graduated from the 
academy in 1896 and in 1898, at the begin- 
ning of the Spanish-American war, he

He then returned to Ma- 
nila and was assigned to duty on the Ai- 
bany, on which he served till Junel, 1901, 
when he was transferred to the Petrel 
and ordered to San Francisco.

It is be- 
lieved that her many friends will gladly 
take advantage of this opportunity to 
supply a long felt want. The college is 
to be congratulated upon having as the 
chairman of its board of trustees Cap- 
tain J. P. Wililams, a gentleman of such 
broad ideas and liberal spirit. It would be

sxreciation of his generosity for the 
riends of the college to respond heartily 
and-.enthusiastically to this call.”’

Discrimination is charged 
against the road in that it allowed the 
Western Union Telegraph Company to 
lay its poles and wires along the line of 
the Savannah, Florida and Western and 
refused the Postal company the same 
right. The poles and wires Intended by 
the Postal company to be laid along the 
route of the road were, according to the 
statement of the petitioner, refused by 
the Plant system.

‘Trustee of Soldiers’ Home Tendered 


His Resignation.

HIS SUCCESSOR IS NAMED

Appointment of W. T. Gary Will Be 
Pleasing. to the Veterans 
of Georgia. 


Hon. Joseph B. Cumming, of Augusta, 
on yesterday tendered his resignation 
to Governor Candler as a member of 
the board of trustees of the Georgta 
Soldiers’ home: In his place the gover- 
nor eat once appoirted Hon. W. T. Gary 
to represent the tenth district. The ap- 


pointment of Colonel Gary is one that 
will meet with the hearty approval of the 
veterans of the state, since he was not 
only a gallant confederate soldier, but 
the author of the bill which placed the 
home under care of the state. After a 
number of years of anxious waiting on 
the part of the veterans and fruitless ef- 
forts on part of the friends of the home 
in the general assembly, it remained for 
Colonel Gary, of Richmond, ably assisted 
by Hon. W. T. Smith, of Gwinnett, to 
open the doors of the Institution to the 
fading veterans. The appointment of 
Colonel Gary as a trustee of the home 
was expected when the board was first 
made ‘up, but it was Colonel Gary him- 
self who urged the appointment of Hon. 
Joseph B. Cumming. 

In-tendering his resignation Hon. Joreph 
B. Cumming notified the .governor that 
he has remained with the tfnstitution 
unt!’ It was placed on a soand footing and- 
in succeseful operation and that having 
acoomplished what he considered his 
duty, he asked to be relieved, as his bus- 
iness interests demanded his entire atten- 
tion. 

With the appointment of A. F. Daly as 
the representative of the eleventh dis- 
trict in place of Captain Payne, of Way- 
cross, which was made by the governor 
some days ago, the board of trustees of 
the home is now complete.

HALL BUILDING. 


Joint Committee To Recommend 
the Purchase, 


WILL MAKE A PROPOSITION 


———E 
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City Will Assume the Indebtedness, 
Paying 5 Per Cent on $30,000 
of Bonds, but No Interest 


on Balance—Some Op- 
position. 


A majority of the committees on finance 
nd public buildings and grounds are 
in favor of the city’s purchasing the 
chamber of commerce building, which is 
now occupied as a city hall, and will rec- 
ommend that council make a proposition 
to that body looking to the purchase. 

The committees met in executive ses- 
sion, for what reason, however, still re- 
mains a mystery. They went into the 
mayor's office and closed the doors. Bev- 
eral speeches were made in which opin- 
ions on both si¥Jes of the matter were ad- 
vanced, notably those of Mayor Mims, 
wh) opposed the purchase of the build- 
ing, and J. K. Orr, one of the officials 
of the chamber of commerce, who stat- 
ed why the committees should take fa- 
forable action in the matter. 

A resolution was offered and passed 
providing that the committees recom- 
mend to council that the city rake a 
proposition to the Atlanta Chamber of 
Comrterce looking to the purchase of the 
building. This resolution contained the 
termes of the prcposed offer, which are as 
follows. That the city take the building. 
assuming the present indebtedness of 
$37,500, of which $7,000 will have to be 
paid within a few monthe. That this 
$7,500 be paid, $2,500 January 1, 1902, $2,500 
July 1, 1902 and $2,600 January 1, 1903, with- 
out fnterest, and that the city then as- 
sume the balance of the indebtedness, 
amounting to $30,000, at 6 per cent Inter- 
est. 

The foregoing ts the substance of the 
offer which the committees will recom- 
mend that council make to the chamber 
of commerce. Two members of the com- 
mittees were somewhat opposed to the 
proposition. They were Councilmen Raw- 
son and Longino, but they agreed to take 
the matter under consideration and not 
pass positively upon it until later on. 


Rentals Come High. 


Prior to passing upog the question of 
purchasing the chamber of commercg 
building, the committees had some in- 
quiry made with reference to securing cits 
hall quarters in case they should have 
to give up this building. They found 
that the same space they now occupy, if 
secured in the Prudential building, wouid 
cost them $13,000 a year, and the lowest 
figure obtained for similar quarters in 
@ convenient location was $3,000, ag 
against $4,500, which is paid for the cham- 
ber of commerce building. All things 
considered, therefore, it was found that 
in the present quarters the city is saving 
some $3,000 or more a year, as long as it 
does not own its own building. 

The principal opposition to the plan to 
purchase this building comes from those 
who desire to see the city begin now to 
arrange a plan for ‘building a new city 
hall They think the city should have 
a structure comporting with its ay i 
and importance, to cost not less than _ 
000; and it is their opinion if the city pur- 
chases the building now in use, it will con- 

to occupy it for ten or twenty 
years, and no effort will be made to seé- 
cure a new building.

‘ ‘New York, July 25.—The cotton market was 
@eaker again today with prices another step 
lower under heavy liquidation, bear selling 
and total absence of speculative support. Op- 
erations were active in a spasmodic way from 
the start with August option leading the de- 
cline. First sales showed a decline of 4 to 
9 points with the market officially bulletined 
“steady at the decline.’’ Pronounced weakness 
was developed before the next ten minutes 
elapsed and prices dwindled rapidly as long 
cotton sought almost vainly for a resting place. 
The low point of the morning indicated a de- 
cline of I! to 18 points, Then came a slight 
rally on profit taking and a temporary lull in 
the liquidation movement. The list as a whole 
worked up 5 to 6 points and this led faint- 
hearted bulls to predict a turn in the course 
the market and a rally. But later in the 
afternoon the market again turned weak and 
went off to the lowest level of the day. A 
prominent factor in the early decline was sen- 
sational weakness in Liverpool, due to tre- 
ous liquidation and apathy on the part 
of speculato¥:.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, July 25.—The upward reaction 
in stocks this morning marked another phase 
in the speculation. Such intermittent move- 
ments from day to day are a familiar Incident 
of periods when speculative factors have large- 
ly spent their force and no new ones of im- 
portance are in sight to take their places. 
It. does not necessarily follow that there are 
not large speculative commitments _ still ex- 
isting in the. market.

CITY WILL CHANGE 
CONTRACT SYSTEM 


Materials Are Delivered Too Slowly 
for the Work, 


CONTRACTS ARE BY THE YEAR 


Wext Year They Will Be Made for 
Bach Piece of Work. 


CONTRACTORS WILL HAVE TO HURRY 


Cinders To Be Placed on Important 
Unpaved Streets and 
Sidewalks. 


It is said the city next year wilt make 
a new arrangement with regard to con- 
tracts for stone, brick and similar ma- 
terials used in large quantities for puving 
and other purposes.

Frequently, he s@ys, ft is necessary to 
take the handg off a certain piece of 
work at times for want of, miaterial, Th's 
results ‘in 'oss of time as well as damage 
to the work, 

Members of councll have already spoken 
of the necessity for’ the change, and Mr. 
Collier is satisfied it will be made with 
the beginning of next year. Under the 
contemplated arrangement, whenever the 
city wants brick or.stone or any similar 
material, a contract will be made for 
the amount wanted for a particular job, 
and the contractor will be given a time 
limit in ‘which to deliver it. This wi'l 
insure the- city’s getting the material 
as soon as it is needed, or earlier, and 
the useless delay will be done away with. 

Commissioner Collier will take steps 
within a few weeks to prepare the more 
important unpaved roads of the city for 
winter. An almost unlimited supply of 
cinders has been placed at .the disposal 
of the city, and the dirt roads :which 
are most gore used will. be “paved 
with these before, the rainy season sets 
in. Cinders will alge be put. erm -the im- 
portant unpaved ‘sidewaiks and in che 
school yards, and will be rolled. dowa 
with the hea‘’y rollers, so that eompara- 
tively gdéd streets and sidewalks will 
be provide J.

ANNUAL ‘ALL-DAY SINGING? 
UNIQUE GEORGIA CUSTOM 


What its known among the country 
people as an ‘“‘all-day singing’ took place 
yesterday at the Decatur courthouse. 

In the estimation of the rural popula- 
tion no event of the year, unless per- 
haps it be camp meeting time, ranks in 
importance to the celebration of the all- 
day singing service. By men, women and 
children it is §nticipated as a red-letter 
day. 

People flock from miles 
in the meeting. 

Yesterday morning ,at Decatur about 300 
people gathered from all parts of De- 
Kalb county and even coming from other 
districts as far us thirty miles. During 
the afternoon a much greater number 
was expected amounting to 5,000 persons, 
according to the sanguine estimates of 
those conducting the affair. As a matter 
of fact, only about 500 attended. Every 
imaginable kind of vehicle was used to 
bring the neople, buggies and wagons of 
all descriptions like at a country camp 
meeting. Horses were unhitched and tied 
out under the shade of trees around 
the court yard plot. 

The idea and intention of the “all-day 
singings’’ which are purely a local insti- 
tution, is to preserve in use the oid-time 
hymns sung fifty years and over ago. 
Yesterday’s meeting was the second held 
at Decatur, and the sixth annual as- 
sembling for that purpose. The meeting 
is religious in spirit but not sectarian. 
A lusty-lunged Baptist is as welcome to 
sing just as much and just as loud as his 
‘“shouting’’ Methodist brother. 

The songs sung are old-fashioned hymns 
and anthems collected in a certain ven- 
erable volume known to by-gone genera- 
tions as the “Sacred Harp” song book. 
The yearly meetings are designed espe- 
cially to keep in memory green these old- 
time tunes, which are especially dear to 
the hearts of the pest generation who at- 
tend in large numbers and lift up their 
voices right heartily in the old songs of 
praise learned in their youth which they 
have now no other opportunity to sing. 

At some distance from the courthouse 
building yesterday lusty voices could be 
heard in whole-souled song which floated 
out from the open windows on the hot 
summer air. At near approach the sing- 
ing grew louder and light feminine treb- 
les could be distinguished rising clear 
and fresh above the heavy voices of the 
men. ’ 

The large courtroom on the second floor 
was used for the meeting. All the chairs 
and benches were full of men, women and 
children in about equal proportion. Whole 
families evidentiy stopped off work on 
their farms and drove in to Decatur for 
the occasion. Lunch baskets and satchels 
were seen, the former doing active ser- 


vice from 12 to 1:30 o’clock. 

Out under ihe trees small groups spread 
their lunches. The event was evidently 
one of importance socially as well as 
musically and sp:ritually. Any astray 


around to join 
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| comer who chanced to bring no lunch 
was cared for by the open hospitality of 
those who went provided. Country peo- 
ple are, as they put it, ‘“‘as friendly as 
dogs’’ and the hospitality which is among 
them a cardinal virtue is freely dispensed 
in the sharing of contents of their lunch 
baskets at an “all-day singing.’’ A great 
tub of ice water formed the liquid re- 
freshment. 

At the door of the meeting room dis- 
criminating and amiable ushers directed 
peopie to seats on the ‘“‘cool side” of the 
4rouse, that being first filled before the 
sunny side was used. T. B. Newton, of 
Dunwoody, was chairman of the meeting. 
H. D. White is.president of the Singing 
Association. Various brothers led the 
singing in rotation. All songs chosen 
were out of the “Sacred Harp’”” hymn 
book, first published about fifty-five years 
ago by one B. F. White, who composed 
most of the music and verses. These 
songs had evidently a wide popularity in 
this section years agp. The volume its a 
biblicgraphic curiosity, from a literary as 
well as a musical standpoint. Many of 
the hymns are named for towns in neigh- 
boring sections. Their whole-souled ren- 
dering does much to make up for any 
ijterary short-comings that might be dis- 
covered. 

This curious hymnal, besides being a 
compendtum of sacred songse furnishes in 
its preface complete musical instruction 
in the art of singing. Its system is what 
is called the old “fa sol la singing’’— 
that is, it has but four notes, fa, sol, la, 
mf, instead of the ordinary scale of seven. 
The musical notes are the cld-fashioned 


ern round ones. 

Among the songs enthusiastically ren- 
dered yesterday were “‘Amazing Grace,” 
to the old tune, “‘Promised Land,” ‘“Ca- 
naan’s Land” and many others. 

The next annual meeting will be held 
the first Sunday in June, 1902. On the 
fourth Sunday in September the same 
kind of singing will take place at the 
Soldiers’ home. Everybody who knows or 


likes the old-time tunes can freely belong 
to this organization formed to pernetu- 
ate them. Similar meetings take place 
in neighboring districts. The singing 
lasts all day long, with a dinner recess, 
the meeting mt breaking up until sun-
